3 And ſaid unto him, Art thou he that ſhould 
come or do we look for another ? 

4 Jeſus anſwored and ſaid unto them, Go 
and ſhew John again thoſe things which ye do 
he ir and ſee: 

5 The blinde receive their ſight, and the 
lame alk, the lepers are cl. anſed and the deaf 
hear, the dead are raiſed ups and the root have 
the gotpel preached to them.

19 The Son of man came eating and drink- 
ing and they ſay» Echol4» a man giuttonous 
and a wine-b1bber , a friend ofpublicanes and 
{1ngers: but viiidom is juſtified of her children, 

20 q Thcn began he ro upbzaid the cities

wherein moſt of his mighty works were done» 
becauſe they repented not. 

21 Wounto thee Chorazin, wo unto Thee 
Bethſaida: for if the mighty works which 
were done in you had been done in Iyre and 
Sidon they would have repented long ago in 
ſackcloth and aſhes. 

22 But I ſay unto you ; It ſhall be more to- 
terable for Tyre and Sidon at the day of judge- 
ment, then for you.

4 Hoy he entred into tho houſe of Gods and 
did et tho fhew-breid z Which was not lawfull 
for him to eat » neither for then which were 
with him; but onely ror the priefts ? 

5 Or have vo not read in the law, hoy; that 
on the ſab22th-days the prieſts in the temple 
profanc the ſabbath and are blamele s? 

6 Fut If y unto you, Chat in this place is 
ene greater then the temple, 

7 Fut if ye had known what this meaneth . I 
will have mercy and rot ſacrifice, ye would 
not have condemned the gv1ltleſs. 

K For the Son of man is Lord even of the 
fab bath-dav. 

9 And when he was devarted thence » he 
went jntot: eir fſynagopue. 

19 J And bchold, there was a min which 
had bis han4vithcred ; and they asked him, 
ſaving + Is it Jawfull to heal on the ſabbath- 
days ? that they might accuſe kim. 

1 And ke ſaid unto them What man ſhall 
here be among You» That ſhall have one ſheep 
and it it fall into a pit on the ſbb.th-day, will

23 And all the people were amed,; and faidy 
Is not this the ſon of David ? 

24 Fut when the Phariſees heard it , they 
ſaidꝰ Thisfellow doth not caſt out devils, but 
by Beelzebub the prince of the devils. 

25 And Jeſus knew their thoughts, and ſaid 
unto them, Every kingdom divided again(t 
it ſelf is brought ta de ſolit ion: and every city 
or houſe divided againſt it ſelf-ſhall not ſtand. 

25 And if Satan caſt out Satan, he is divi- 
ded againſt himſelf; how ſhall then his king- 
dom ſtand ? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub caſt out devils» by 
whom do your children caſt ;hem out? there- 
fore they ſhall be your judges. 

28 But if I cait out devils by the Spirit of 
God + then the kingdom of God is come 
unto you. 

29 Orelſe, how can one enter into a ſtrong 
mans houſe» and ſpoil his goods » except he 
firſt binde the ſtrong man? and then he will 
ſpotl his houſe. 

30 He that is not with me, is againſt me: 
and he that gzthereth not with me; ſcattcreth 
abroad. 

31 ©þ Wherefore I ſay unto you» All menner 
of ſin and blaſphemy ſhall be forgiven unto 
men: but the hlaſphemy againſt the holy Ghoſt 
fall not be forgiven unto men. 

32 And vhoſoever ſpeaketh a word 3g2inft 
the Son of man, it hall be forgivea him: but 
vihoſoever ſpeaketh againſt the holy Ghoſt « it 
ſhall not be forgiven him, neither in this 
viorld+ nett} er in the world to come. 

33 Either make the tree good and his fruit 
good ʒ or elie make the tree cortupt · and his fruit 
corrupt: for the tree is known by bis fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how can ye, be- 
ing evil ſpeak good things? for out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth ſpcaketh 

35 A good man ovt of the good treafure 
of the hearts, bringeth forth good things : and 
an evil man out of the evil treaſure, bringeth 
forth evilthings. 

35 kut I fay unto yon» That every idle 
word that men ſhall ſpeak. they ſhall give ac- 
count thereof in the day of judgement. 

37 For by thy words thou ſhalt be juſtifiedy 
and by thy words thou ſhale be condemned. 

38 © Then certain of the ſcribes and of the 
Phari/ees anſwered, ſaying, Maſters we would 
ſce 2 ſign from thee. 

39 But he anſwered and ſaid to them, 
An evil and adulterou;3 generation 3 
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Jens 4 Ion. 
after a ſign, and there ſhall no ſign be given 
to it , but the Ggn of the prophet Jonas. 

40 For as Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whales belly : ſo ſhall the Son 
of man be three days and three nights in the 
heart of the earth. 8 

41 The men of Nineveh ſhall riſe in 
Judgement with this generation „ and ſhall 
eondemn it, becauſe they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas, and behold a greater then 
Jonas ig here. ;

9 And if thine eye offend thee. pluck it out) 
and caſt i: from thee : it is better for thee to 
ertzr into life with one eye, rather then ha- 
vying tho eyes to be caſt into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ve deſpiſe not one of 
The'e little ones, for I ſay unto you» that in 
hezven their angels Jo alueys behold the tace 
of mv Ft er which ts in hen en. 

11 For the Son of man is come to ſave that 
which Was loſt. 

12 How think ye ? if a man have In hundred 
ſheep» and one of them be gone aſtray, doth 
te not leive the ninety and nine and goetn 
into the mountains, and ſceketh that which is 
gone aftray ? CNET 

13 And if fo be thet he finde it} verily 
ſay unto you he rejoyceth more o: that ſheer, 
then of the ninety and nine which went not 
aſtray. 

14 Fven ſo it is not the will of your F:ther 
which is in heaven, thzt one of theſe little 
ones ſhould periſh. 

15 J Moreover: if thy brother ſhall treſpaſs 
againſt thee, go and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he ſhall hear thee) thou 
haſt gained thy brother.

7 And greetings in the markets, and to be 
called of men» Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 But be not ye called Rabbi: for one js 
you Maſter, eves Chriſt, and all ye are bre; 
chren. 

9 And call no man your father upon the 
earth: for one is your Father which is in 
heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called maſters: for one is 

your Maſter, even Chritt. 

11 But he that is greateſt among you, ſhall 
bc your ſervant. 

12 And whoſoever ſhall exalt himfelf,ſha}l be 
aba ed; and he that hall humble himſelf, ſhall 
bc exalted. i 

13 J But vo unto you ſcribes and Phari - 
ſecs, hypocrites; for ye ſhut up the kingdom 
of hea en againſt men: for ye neither go in 
your ſelves neither ſuffer ye them that arc en- 
tring to go in.

19 Ye fools, and blinde: for whether i:

3 For the Phan iſees / and all the Jews, exceft 
they waſh their hands oft, eat not / holding the 
tradition of the elders. 

4 And wben they come from the market, 
except they waſh, they cat not. And many o- 
ther thing» there beo which they have received 
to hold: ar the waſhing of cups and pots, and 
braſen veſſels, and of tables. . 

$ Then $ Phariſces & ſcribes aſked him. VNã 
walk xot thy diſciples according to 5 tradition 
of & elders,but eat brcad with unwaſhen hands? 

He anſwered and ſaid unto them Well hath 
Efaias propheſied of you hypocrites, as it is 
written, This people honoureth me with tbeir 
lips, but their heart is far from me. 

7 Howbeit, in vain do they worſhip me, 
reaching for doArines Fcommandments of men 

8 For laying aſide the commandment of Gody 
ye hold the tralition of men, as the waſhing 
of pots andc ups: and many other ſuch like 
things ye do. 5 

9 And he fail unto them Full well ye tejc& 
the commandment of God) that ye may kceg 
your own tradition. 

10 For Moſes faids Honour thy father and 
thy mother: andy Whoſo curſeth fat her or mo- 
ther ; let him die the dea h. 

11 But ye ſay» if a man ſh Il ſay ro his father 
or mother, It it Corban; that is to ſay · A gitts 
by whatſoever thou migkteit be profited by 
me: be ſhall be free. 

12 And ye ſuffer him no more ta do ougtt 
for his father or his mother: 

13 Making the word of God of none eff:& 
through your trad tion which ye have Celts 
yercd : and many ſuch | ke things do ye. 

14 T And when he had called all the people 
unto him» he ſai j unto them; Hearken unto 
me every one of you and un derſtand. 

15 There is nothing from without a man 
that entring into him can defile him: but the 
things vw hich come out of him: thoſe are they 
that defile the man. 

15 If any man have cars to hear let him hear 

17 And when he was centred into the houſe 
from the peoples bis diſciples aiked him con- 
cerning the parable.

25 For a certain woman whoſe young diugh- 
tex had an anclean ſpirit, hear ef him, and.

22 And they bring unto him one that vas 
deaf, and haian 1mpediment in his ſpeech : and 
they beſcech him to put his hand upon him. 

33 And he took him aſide from the multi- 
tude, and put his fingers into his cars, and he 
ſpit ; and touched his tongue. 

34 And looking up to keen; he ſighed, ind 
ith unte him Erhphatha That is, he oxcned. 

35 And ſtraightway his cars were opened 
and the ſtring of his tongue vas loo ſed and he 
ſpake plain.

6 Whom they ſet before the apoſtles: and 
when they had prayed , they laid their hands 
on Them. :

29 Then fi-d Moſes at this ſaying „ ind was 
a ſtranger in the land of Madan, where he be- 
gat two ſons, p 

20 And when fourtie years were expired, 
there appeared to him in the wilderneſs of 
mount Sina, an angel of the Lord in a flame of 
fire in a buſh. 

31 When Moſes ſaw it he wondred at the 
fight: and 23s he drew near to behold it., the 
voice of the Lord came unto him » 

32 Saying, | am the God of thy fathers, the 
God of Abraham, and the God of Iſaac , and 
the God of Jacob. Then Moſes trembled , and 
durſt not behold. 

33 Then ſaid the Lord to him + Put off thy 
Koes from thy feet: for the place where thou 
ſtand 2ſt is holy ground.

38 This is he that was in the church in the 
wilderneſs» with the angel which ſpake to him 
in the mount Sina and with our fathers: who 
received the lively oracles to give unto us. 

29 To whom our fathers would not obey, 
but thruſt him from them: and in their hearts 
turned back again into Egyrt» 

40 Swing unto Aaron, Make us Gods to go 
before us: for as for this Moſes,v-hich brought 
us out of the hen of Egypt » vie wot not what 
is become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in thoſe days , and 
offered ſacrifice unto the idol , and rejoyced in 
the works of their own bands. 

42 Then God turned , and gave them up to

51 J Yeſtif-necked , and uncircumciſed in 
heart, and cars , ye do always refiſt the holy 
Ghoſt: as your fathers did, fo do ye. 

$2 Which of the prophets have not your ta- 
thers perſecnted ? and they have ſlain them 
which ſhewed before of the coming of the juſt 
Ore » of whom ye have been now the betrayers 
and murderers: ' 

53 Who have received the law by the diſpo- 
ſition of angels, and have not kept it. 

54 © When they heard theſe things , they 
were cut to the heart, & they gnaſhed on him 
with rbeir teeth. a 

55 Fut he being full of the holy Ghoſt, looked 
up ſtedfaſtly into heayen » and ſaw the glory of

11 And when the people fav; What Paul had 
done » they lift up their voices » ſaying in the 
ſreech of Lycaonia , The gods are come dov.n 
to us in the likenefs of men. 

12 And they called Bxrnabas » fur iter; and 
Pai, Mcrcurius » becauſe he was the chief 
ſpeaker. :

Non when they had paſſed through Amphi- 

polis, and Apollonia, they came to I heſſa- 
lonica, where vas 2 ſynagogue of the lews. 

2 And Pauls as his manner was, went in unto 
them, and three ſabbath-days reaſoned with 
them out of the ſcriptures , : 

3 Opening and alledging » that Chriſt mnſt 
nee is have ſuffered , and riſen again from the 
dead : and that this Jeſus whom I preach unto 
youy'is Chriſt. a 
4 And ſome of them beleeve d and conſorted 
with Paul and Silas: and of the devout Greeks 
a great multitude » and of the chief women 
not 2 few. 

5 © But the Jews which belecved not , mo- 
ved with envie + took unto them certain lewd 
fellows of the baſer ſort, ani gathered a com- 
pany » and ſet all the citie on an uproar , and 
aſſaul ted the houſe of Jaſon · and ſought to bring 
Them out ro the people. 

6 And when they found them not they drew 
Jaſon > and certain brethren ; nnto the rulers of 
the city „crying / Theſethat have turned the 
world upſide downs ate come hither alſo ; 

17 Whom Jaſon hath received > and theſe all 
do coatrary to the decrees of Cefar 4*fayings 
That there is another king, ene Je us. ; 

8 And they troubled the people, and the ru- 
lers of the city, when they heard theſe things. 

9 And when they had taken lecurity of Jaſon» 
and of the other, they let them go. 

10 J And the brethren immediately ſent way 
Paul and Silzs by night unto Berea : who co- 
ming tbitber, went into the ſynagogue of 
the Jev.s. 

- 13 Theſe were mare noble then thoſe in 
Theſfalonica., in that they received the wore 
with ell readine of minde + and ſearched the 
ſcxtptares daily whether thoſe things were ſo. 

12 Therefore many of them beleev ed: alſo 
of honourable women which were Greeks, and 
of men not afew. TRIES 

13 Rrt when the Jews of Theſſalonica had 
knowledge that the word of God was preached 
of Paul at Berea , they came thither alſo » and 
ſtirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the brethren ſent 
away Paul, to go as it were to the ſea: but Si- 
las and Timotheus abode there till 

15 And they that conducted Paul , brought 
him unto Athens: and receiving a command - 
ment unto Silas and Timotheus , for to come 
to bim with all ſpeed they departed. ; 

16 J Now while Paul waited for them at 
Athens: his ſpirit was ſtirred in him, when he 
ſaw the city wholly given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore diſputed he in the ſynagogue 
with the Jews» and with the deyout perſons-and 
in the market daily with them met with him.

22 J Then Paul ſtood in the mids of Mars- 
hill; and faid , Ye men of Athens, I perceive 
that in all things ye are too ſuperſtitious. 

23 For as I paſſed by, and beheld your devo» 
tions, I found an altar with this infcription 5 
TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom there- 
fore ye ignorantly worſhip » him declare I 
unto you. ; 

24 God that made the world , and all things 
therein, ſeeing that he is Lord of heaven 
_ _ + dviclleth not in temples made with 

an 2 

25 Neither is worſhipped with mens hands, 
25 though he needed any thing · ſeeing he giveth 
to all life, and breaths and all thinęs; 5 

25 And hath made of one bloud, all nations 
of men: for to dwell on all the face of the earthh 
ant hath determined the times before appornte 
ed; and the bounds of their habitation : 

27 That they ſhonld ſeek the Lora ; if baplyy 
they might feel after him, and finde him» 
though he he not far from every one of us: 

28 For in him we live and move » and have 
our being ; as certain alſo of your own poets 
have ſaid, For we are alſo his off-fpring. _ 

29 Foraſmuch then as we are the off. ſpring 
of God + we ought not to think that the God+ 
head is like unto gold « or ſilver 5 ox ſtone gra» 
yen by art and mans device.

-» T His Jeſus was the fon of Si rich , 2nd grand-child to Jeſus of the ſame name with him: This 
man therefore lived in the latter times: afterthe people had been led avay captive » and 
ole called home again + and almoſt after al! the Prophets Now his grandfather Jeſus ( as he bia 
-28 ſelf witneſſeth) was a man of great diligence ard wiſdom zmong the Hebrev-s : who did not 
by only gather the grave and ſhort ſentences of wiſe men that had been beſore him , but himſelf 
alſo uttered ſome of his own , full of much vnderſtanding and wiſdom. When as therefore the 
nd WW firſt Jeſus dyed , leaving this book atmoſt perfected , Sirach his ſon receiving it after him, 
ey left it to his own ſon Jeſus who having gotten it into his hands „ compiled ir sI orderty 
into one volume, and called it Wiſdom „ intituling it both by his ovin name » his fathers- 
name, and his grandfathers', alluring the hearer by the very name of Wiſdom , to have n 
greater love to the udy of this book.

24 In thoſe days alſo was there a yery great 
famine , by reaſon whereof the countrey re- 
volted, and went with them. 

25 Then Bacchides choſe the wicked mens 
and made them lords of the countrey. 

26 And they made enquiry and ſearch for 
Judas friends , and brought them unto Bacchi- 
des Nho took yengeance of them & uſed them 
deſpightfully. 

27 So was there 2 great aflition in Iſrael, 

the like v.hercof was net ſince the time that a 
Prophet was not ſeen ———_ them, 
28 For this cauſe all Judas friends came toge - 
ther , and ſaid unto Jonathan. 
29 Since thy brother Judas died,we have no 


Apderypbe, | 
man like him to go forth againft our enemies 
and Bacchides and againſt them of our nation 
that are adverſarics to us. 

30 Now therefore we have choſen thee this 
day to be our prince and captain in his tend, 
that thou mayeſt fight our bat tels. 

31 Upon this Jonathan took the governance 
upon him at that time, and roſe up in ſtead of 
his brother Judas. 

32 Fut when Bacchides gate knowledge 
thereof, he ſpught for to flay him. 

33 Then Jonathan and Simon his brother, 
and all that were with him „ perceiving tha, 
fied into the wilderneſs of Thecoe \ and 
pitched their tents by the water of the pool 
of Aſphar. 

34 Which when Bacchides underſtood , he 
came near to Jordan with all his hoſt upon the 
Sabbath day. 

35 Now Jonathan had ſent his brothy 
(John) a captain of the people » to pray ki 
friends the Nabbarthites.that they might ler 
with them their carriages which was much. 

26 But the children of Jambri came out of 
Medaba, and took John and all that be had, al 
went their way with it. 

37 After this came word to Jonathan und 
Simon his brother, that the children of jambi 
made a great marriage + and were bringing the 
bride from Nadabatha with a great train, 2 
being the daughter of one of the great Printa 
of Canaan. 

38 Therefore they remembred John theit 
brother,and went up and hid themſelves undet 
the covert of the mountain. 

39 Where they lift up their eys, and looked, 
and behold , there was much ado , andgret 
carriage » and the bridegroom came forth ; n 
his friends and brethren to meet them \ with 
drums and inſtruments of muſick » and mary 
weapons. 

40 Then Jonathan and they that were iti 
him, roſe up againſt them from the place 
where they lay in ambuſhy and made a flaughte 
of them in ſuch ſorts as many fell down den 
and the remnant fled into the mountain, ui 
they took all their ſpoils. ; 

41 Thus was the marrizge turned int 
mournning1and the noiſe of their melody lan 
lamentation. 

5 So when they had avenged fully the blond 
of their brother, They turned again tothe 
mariſh of Jordan. 

43 Now when Bacchides heard thereof , be 
came on the Sabbath day unto the banks d 
Jordan, with a great power. 

44 They Jonathan faid to his comparh 
Let us go up now and fight for our lives »fot 


it ſtandeth not with us to day ; as in tint 


rat: f 

45 For behold, the battel« is before u» 
and behind us , and the water of Jordan 01 
this ſide and that ſide „ the mariſb likewiſe 
and wood, neither is there place for us u 
turn aſide. 

46 Wherefore .cry ye now unto heaveh 
that ye may be delivered from the hand 0 
your enemies. 


47 With that they joyned battel » and Jo 


nathan firetched forth his hand to ſmilt 
Bacchides, but he turne4 back from him. 

48 Then Jonathan and they that were with 
him, leapt into Jordan , and ſwam over unto 
the farther bank: howbcit the other paſſed 
not over Jordan unto them. 

49 So there were (lain of Bacchides ſide 
that day , about a thouſznd men. 

50 Afterward returned ( Bacchijdes ) to ſe 
ruſalem , and repaired the firong cities it 
Judca : the fort in Jericho, and Emmauv 
and Bethoron , and Bethel, and Thamnath1 
Pharathoni , and Taphon „ theſe did he 


ſtreagthen with high wals » with gates, and 
with bars, 
$1 Aod 
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Apocryphe, \ 
51 And in them he ſet 2 gariſon , that they 
might work malice upon lirael. 

52 He fortified alſo the city Bethſvra, and 
Gezan and the tower, and put forces in them, 
and Proviſion of victuals. 

53 Beſides » he took the chiet mens ſons in 
the country for hoſtages , and put them into the 
tower at Jeruſalem to be kept. 

54 Moreover, in the hundred fifty and third 
year in the ſecond monethz Aleimus command- 
ed that the wall of the inner court of the 
Sanctuary ſhould be pulled down, he pulled 
down alſo the works of the Prophets. 

95 And 28 he began to pull dew » even at 
that time was Alcimus plagued» and his enter- 
priſes hindred: for his mouth was ſtopped 


and he was taken with a palſey>ſs that he could 


no more ſpeak any thing » nor give order con- 
ceming his houſe. . : 

55 Se Alcimus died at that time with great 
torment. 

57 Now when Bacchides faw that Alcimus 
was dead he returned to the king whereupon 
the land of Judea was in reſt we years. 

58 Then all the ungodly men held a counſel, 
fayings Behold » Jonathan and his company are 
at caſe» and dwell without care : now there- 


Fore ve will bring Bacchides hither, who ſhall 


take them all in one night. 
59 So they eat and conſulted with him. 
60 Then removed he, and came wiih a 


- great hoſt z and ſent letters privily to his ad - 


rents in judea, that they ſhould take Jona- 
than / und thoſe that were with him: ho beit, 
they could not „ becauſe their counſel was 
known unto them. 

61 Wherefore they took of the men of the 


- countrey , that were authors of that miſchief; 


about Stty perſons2nd ſlew them. 

52 Afterward Jonathan and Simon, and tt ey 
that were with him + got them away to Bet!.- 
baſi „ which is in the wilderncſs , and they 
repaired the decayes thereof & made it itrong. 

63 Which thing when Bacchides knew, be 
githered together all his hoſte » and ſent word 
to them that were of Judea. 

64 Then went he and laid oops: againſt 
Bethbaſi » and they fought ag it a long 
ſeaſon, and made engins of war. ; ; 

65 Put Jonathan left his brother Simon in 
the city, and went forth himſelf into the 
— » and with 8 ceitzin number went he 

orth. 

56 And he ſmote Odonarkes and his bre- 
threnz& 5 children of Phaſiron in their tent. 

67 And when he began to ſmite them » and 
came up with his forces>Simon and his compa- 

ny went out of the city, and burnt up the 
engines of war. : . 

+8 And fought 38 init Bacchides „ who was 
diſcombted by them, and they afflided him 

ſore ; for his counſel and travel was in vain. 

69 Wherctore he was very wroth at the wick - 
ed men that gave him counſel to come into 
the countrey „ inſomuch as he flew many of 
them, and purroſed te return into his own 
countrey, 

70 Whereof when Jonathan had knowledge, 
he tent Ambaiſad ours unto him to the end he 
mould make peace with him and deliver them 
the priſoners. 

71 Which thing he accepted and did accor- 
ding to his demands, and ſware unto him that 
- 2 never do him harm all the day es of 

is life, 

72 When therefore he had reſtored unto 
im- the priſoners that he had taken atoretime 
out of the land of Judea „ he returned and 
went his way into his own land neither came 
he any more into their borders. 

73 Thus the ſword «eaſed from Iſrael : but 
Jonathan dvielt at Machmas » and began to 
govern the people, and hc deſtroyed the ungod- 
ly men gut of Litach 
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' CHAP. X. 5 1 
1 Dematrins maketb large offers to bavg 
peace with enat ban. 25 his letters r 
the Fews. 47 Jonathan maketh prac® 
with Alexander, 50 whe hilletb De” 
metrius. 5y and marrietbthe daugbte? 
of Ptrolemeus. 62 Fonatban is jent for 
by bim and much bonoured, 75 and pre 
vaileth againſt the forces of Demetrivg 
the younger, 84 and burner b tbe temple 
, Dagon. 


N the hundred and ſixtieth year » Alexander 
the ſon of Antiochus , ſirnamed Epi phanes, 
vent up and took Ptolemais : for the people 
— received him by means whereof ke reigned 
ere. 

2 Now when king Demetrius heard thereof, 
he gat he red jonether an excecding great hoſt, 
and went forth againtt him to fight. 

3 Moreover » Demetrius ſear letters unto 
Jonathon with loving words; ſo as he magnified 

im. 

4 For ſaid he - let us firſt make peace with 
him,before he joyn with Alexander againſt us. 

5 Elſe he will remember all the evils that 
we have done againſt him; and againſt bis 
brethren zud his people, 

5 Whereſote he gave him authority to 
gather together an hoſt, to provide 
weapons that he might aid him in battel be 
commanded alſo, that the hoitages that were in 
the tower ſheuld be delivered him. 

7 Then came Jonathan to Jernſalem 4, and 
read the letters in the audience of all the 
people. and of them that were in the tower. 

8 Who were ſore afraid when they heard 
that the king had given him authority to 
gather together an hoſt. 

9 Whereupon they of the tower delivered 
their hoſtages unto Jonathan: and he delivered 
them unto their parents. 

10 This done , Jonathan ſetled himſelf in 
Jeruſalem , and began to build and repair the 
city. 

11 And he commandtd the workmen to build 
the Walls „ and the mount Sion round about 
7 Shad ſtones v for fortification) and they 

1 * . 

12 Then the ſtrangers that were in the fay- 
tre ſſes which Bacchides had built, fled away: 

13 Inſomuch as every man left his places 
and went into his own coantrey. 

14 Onely at Bethſura, certain of thoſe that 
had forſaken the Law and the commandments 
remained ſtill : for it was their place of 
refuge. 

15 Now when king Alexander had heard 
what premiſes Demetrius had ſent unto Jons- 
thin: when alſo it was told him of the battels 
and noble a&s which he and his brethren had 
done „ and of the pains that they had en- 
dured. 

16 He ſaid, Shall we find ſuch another man? 
Now therefore we will make him our friend 
and confederate. 

17 Upon this he wrote a letter» and ſent it 
unto him-according to theſe words, ſaying: 

18 King Alexander to his brother Jonathan; 
ſendeth greeting: 

19 We have heard of thee that thou art 2 
man of great power „ and meet to be our 
friend. 

20 Wherefore now this day we ordain thee 
to be the high Pricſt of thy nation „ and to be 
called the kings friend (and therewithall he 
ſent him a purple robe » and a crown of 1 — 
(aad require thee), to take our part » and keep 
friendſhip with us. 

21 So in the ſeventh moneth of the bundreth 
and ſixtieth year, at the feaſt of the Taberna- 
cles + Jonathan put on the hely robe , and 
gathered together forces and provided much 


* es 22 \Whereof

21 Whereof when Demetrius hcard » be was 
4 N ſorry, and ſaid» 
23 What have we done that Alexander hath 
prevented us, in making amity with the Jews 
to ſtrengthen himſelf. 

24 I alſo will write unto them words of 
- encouragement+ (and promiſe them) dignities 

and gifts, that I may have their aid. 

25 He ſent unto them therefore to this 
effct: King Demetrius unto the people of the 
Jews, ſcndeth greeting : 

25 Whereas you have kept Covenants with 
us „ and continued in our friendſhip, not 
joyning your ſelves with our enemies; we 
have heard hereof , and are ghd: 

27 Wherefore now continue ye ſtill to be 
Faithfull unto us „and we will well recompenſe 
you for all things you do in our behalf: 

28 And will grant you many immunities, 
and give you rewards. 

29 And new do free you, and for your 
fake I releaſe all the Jews from tributes 4 and 
from the cuſtomes of Salt, and from crown 
taxes. 

30 And from that which appertaineth unto 
me to receive for the third part of the ſeed, 
and the half of the fruit of the Trees » I rcleae 
it from this day forth-ſo that they ſhall not be 
taken of the land of Judea „ nor of the three 
governements vihich are added thereunto out 
of the countrey of Samaria and Galilce , frem 
this day forth for evermore. 

31 Let Jeruſalem alſo be holy and free,with 
the borders thereof, both from tenths and 
tributes. 

32 And 2s for the tower which is at Jeru- 
falem » I yicld up my authority over it + and 
give it to thehigh Prieſt, that he may ſet in 
it ſuch men as he ſhall chooſe to keep it. 

33 Moreover, I freely ſet at liberty every 
one of the Jews that were carried captives out 
of the land of Jutea , into any part of my 
king4om and I will that all my officers remit 
the tributes even of Their cattel. 

34 Furt::ermore + I will that all the Feaſts, 
and Sabbaths, and new Moons, ſolemn days, 
und the three days before the Feaſt , and the 
Three days after the Feaſt, ſhall be all days of 
immunity and freedom for all the Jews in my 
zealm. 

Alſo no man ſhall have authority to 
meddle with them , or to moleſt any of them 
In any matter. 

36 (1 will further) that there be enrolle4 
amongſt the kings forces about thirty thouſand 
men of the jens, unto whom pay ſhall be 
Liven, 2s belongeth to all the kings forces. 

37 And of them ſome ſhall be placed in the 
kings ſtrong holds, of whom alfo ſome ſhall 
be ſet over the airs of the kingdom, which 
are- of truſt : and I will that their Overſeers, 
and Governors be of themſelves, and That they 
live after their own Laws 4 even as the king 

Hath commanded in the lind of Jude3. 

38 And concerning the three governments 
That arc added to Judea from the countrey of 
Samaria „ let them be joyned with Jude; that 
they may be reckoncd to be under one » nor 
bound to obry other authority then the high 
Prieſts. i 

39 As for Ptolemais and the land pertaining 
thereto · I give it 2s a fr-e gift to the Sanctuary 
at Jeruſalem » for the receſlary expences of the 
Sanctuary. 

40 Moreover, I give every ycar fifteen 
thouſand ſhekels of (Iver out of the Kings ac- 
counts from the places appertaining. 

41 And all rhe overp'/us which the officers 
payed not in , 2s in former times; from hence- 
Forth all be given towards The works of the 


emple. 

* And beſides this, the five thouſand 
Hebels of ler „ which they took from the 
uſes of the Temple out ofthe accounts year

as we 
by year „ even thoſe things hall be releaſed 
becauſe they appertain to the Prieſts that 
miniſter, 

43 And whoſoever they be that flee unto 
the Temple at Jeruſalem » or be withinthe 
liberties thereof „ being indebted unto the 
King „or for any other matter; let them ben 
liberty, and all that they have in my realm. 

44 For the building alſo and repairing 
the works ofthe Sanctuary, expences ſhall be 
given of the Kings accounts. 

45 Vea, and for the building of the walls of 
Jeruſalem , and the fortifying thereof round 
sbout „ expences hall be A out of the 
Kings accounts) as alſo for the building of the 
walls in Judea- 

46 Now when Jonathan and the people 
heard theſe words 5 they gave no credit unte 
them; nor received them, becauſe they remem- 
bred the great evil that he had done in Iſraek 
for be had aflifed them very ſore. 

47 But with Alexander they were well pleaſed, 
becauſe he was the firſt that entreated of true 
peace with: them ; and they were confederate 
with him alwayes. 

48 Then gathered king Alexander great 
forces, and encamped over againſt Demetrius. 

45 And aftcr the two kings had joyned 
battel Demetrius hoſt fled : but Alexander 
GO after him „ and Frevailed againſt 

50 And he continued the battel very ſore 
until the Sun went down ; and that day was 
Demetrius ſlain. 

51 Afteward Alexander ſent Embaſſadors ts 
Prolomce King of Egypt » with a meſlage to 
this effect: 

52 Foraſmuch as Im come again to my 
realm, and am ſet in the throne ot my proge- 
niton + and have gotten the dominion , and 
overthrowa Demetrius, and rec Wered out 
countrev. 

$3. (For after I had joyned battel with him, 
* both he and his hoſt was diſcomfited by us, ſo 
That we (it in the throne of his kingdom.) 

54 Now therefore let us make a league of 
amity together, and give me now thy daughter 
to wife : and Iwill be thy ſon in law s and 
will give both thee and her gifts according ts 
thy dignity. 

55 Then Ptolomee the king gave anſwer 
faying, Happy be the day wherein thou didit 
return into the land of thy fathers , and fareſt 
in the throne of their kingdom. , 

56 And now will I do to thee as thou haſt 
vritten : meet me therefore at Ptelemais, 
that we may ſec one another » for I will marry 
my daughter to thee, according to thy deſite. 

57 So Ptolomee went out of Egypt with 
his daughter Cleopatra , and they came unto 
Ptolemsis in the hundred threeſcore and ſe- 
cond year. 

58 Where King Alexinder meeting him, 
gave unto him bis daughter Cleopatra, and 
celebrated her marriage at Ptolemais » with 
great glory as the manner of kings is. 

59 Now king Alexander had written unte 
32 » that he mould come and meet 

im. 

60 Who thereupon went honourably to 
Prolemais , where he met the two kings » and 
pave them and their friends ſilver ind golds 
5 preſents , and fouud fayour in their 

1ght. 

61 At that time certain peſtilent fellov;s of 
Iſrael, men of a wicked life „ aſſembled them · 
ſeives againſt him, to accuſe him: but the 
king won id not hear them. 

62 Yea more then that the king commanded 
to take off his garments » and clothe him in 
purple ::2nd they did fo. 

$3 Al he made him Gt by himſelf, and 
ſat4 unto his Princes » Go with kim into the 
edit of the city > and make proclamation 


Apecryp ba. Chip. 
that no man complain against bim of any 
matter» and that no man trouble him for any 
manner of cauſe, 

64 Now when his accuſers ſaw that he was 
honoured according to the proclamation» and 
clothcd in purples they fled all away. 

55 So the king honoured him v and wrote 
him among his chief friends, and made him a 
Duke, and partakers of his dominion. 

56 Afterward Jonathan returned to Jeruſa- 
lem, with peace and gladneſs. 

67 Furthermore, in the hundreth rhreeſcore 
ind fifth year » came Demetrius ſon of Deme- 
trius „out of Crete inte the land of his 
fathers. 

68 Whereof when king Alexander heard 
tell, he was right ſorry , and returned into 
Antioch. g 

69 Then Demetrius made A pollonius the 
governour of Coeloſyria his general » who 
athered together a great hoſt , and camped in 
amnia » and ſent unto Jonathan the high 
- Prieſt , ſayings 

70 Thou alone lifteſt up thy ſelfagainſt 
us and I am laughed to ſcorn for thy fake and 
reproached + and why doeſt thou yaunt thy 
power 3gainſt us in the mountains? 

7t Now therefore if thou truſteſt in thine 
own ſtrength, come down to us into the plain 
Gelds and there let us try the matter together, 
for with me is the power of t be cities. 

72 As k, and learn who I am ; and the reſt that 
take our part , and they ſhall tell thee, that thy 
foot is not able to ſtand before our face ; for 
thy fathers have been twice put to flight in 
their own land. 

73 Wherefore now thou ſhalt net be able to 
Side the horſemen and ſo great a power in 
the plains where is neither ſtoneznor flint, nor 
Place to flee unto. 

74 So when Jonathan heard theſe words of 
Apollonius , he was moved in his mind, and 
chooſing ten thouſand men, he went out of 
Jeruſalem » where Simon his brother met him 
for to help him. 

75 And hepitchcd his tents againſt Joppe: 
but of joppe mut him out of the city, 
becauſe Apollonius bad à garriſon there. 

75 Thea Jonathan laid ſicge unto it: 
whereupon they of the city let him infor 
fear, and ſo Jonathan wan Joppe. 

77 Whereof when Apollogius heard » he 
took three thouſand horſemen „ with 2 great 
hoſt of footmeny and went to Azotus as one 
that journeyed „ and therewithal drew bim 
forth into the plain; becauſe he had a great 
— 2 of horſemen » in whom he put his 


ruſt, 

78 Then Jonathan followed after him to 
Aꝛotus , where the armies joyned battel. 

79 Now Apollonius had left a thouſand 
horſemen in ambuſh. 

go And Jonathan knew that there was an 
ambuſhment behind bim; for they had com- 
paſſed in his hoſt ; and caſt darts at the people 
from morning till evening. 

$1, But the people ſtood fill 4 as Jonathan 
had commanded them : and ſo the encmies 
horſes were tyred. 

82 Then brought Simon forth his hoſt, and 
ſet them againſt the foot uen , (for the korſe- 
men were ſpent) who were diicomfited by 
him · and fled. 

83 The horſemen alſo being ſcattered in the 
field fled to Azotus , and went into Beth- 
dzg0n» their Idols Temple, for ſafety. 

R4 But Jonathan ſet fire on Azotus „ and 
the c it ies round about it-and took Their ſpoils? 
and the Temple of Dagon » with them that 
were fled jato its he burnt with fire. 

85 Thus there were burot and (lain with 

the word well nigh eigtt thouſand men. 
85 And fremTtence Jonathan removed his 
hoſts and eacamged aga:nſt Aſcalony where the

87 After this returned Jonathan and his 
bolt unto Jeruſalem, having many ſpoils. 

8 Now when king Alexander heard theſe 

things, he honoured Jonathan yet more. 
89 And ſent him 2 buckle of gold, as the uſe 
is to be given to ſuch as are ofthe ki 
blood: he gave him alſo Accaron with 
borders thereof la poſſeſſi on. . 


C H A 7. XI. 

12 Ptolomeus taketh away bis denzbrer 
from «Alexander and entretb upon bis 
kingdom. 17 Alexander, iz ſlain » and 
Prolomess dieth witbin three Jays. 
20 Fonathan beſiegeth the tower af 
Jeruſalem. 25 The Fews and be are 
much bonoured by Demetrius 48 whe 
is reſcued by tbe Fews from bis own 
ſubje#s in Anti>cb.- $7 Antiochus' the 
younger bonoureth Fonatban. 61 His 
exploits in divers places. 


A Nd the king of Egypt gathered together a 
great hoſt like the land that lieth upon the 
ſca-hore „ and many ſhips » and went 
through deceit to get Alcxanders kingdomy 
and joyn it to his own. 

2 Whereupon he took bis journey info Syria 
In peaceable manner, ſo as they of the cities 
opened unto him, and met him: forking 
Alexander had commande4 them (0 to do; be- 
czuſe he was his father in law. 

3 Now as Ptolomee entred into the eit ies: 
he ct in every one of them 2 gariſoa of 
ſonldicrs to keep it. 

4 And when he came near to Azotus „ they 
ſhevied him the Temple of D that wies 
burnt , and Azotus, and the ſuburbs thereof 
that were deſtroyed , and the bodies that were 
caſt abroad ; and them that he had burat in the 
battel , for they had made heaxes of them by 
the way where he ſhould paſs. 

5 Alſo they told the king whatſoever Jo- 
nathan had done, to the intent he mighe 
blame him: but the king held his peace. 

6 Then Jonathan met the king with great 
pomp at Joppa » where they ſaluted one ano» 
ther, and lodged. 

7 Afterward Jonathan when he had gone 
with the King to the river called Elutheruss 
returned again to Jeruſalem. 

8 King Ptolomee therefore having gotrem 
the dominion of the cities by the Sea „ unto 
Seleuci3 upon the ſea coaſt , imagined wicked 
counſels againſt Alexander, 

9 Whereupon he ſent Ambaſſadors unto king 
Demetrius, ſaying,Comec1let us make a league 
betwixt us, and I will give thee my daughter 
whom Alexander bath, and thou halt reign ia 
thy fathers kingdom : 

10 For I repent that I gave my daugbter 
unto him, for he ſought to lay me. 

11 Thus did be ſlander him, becauſe he was 
deſirous of his kingdom. 

12 Wherefore he took kis- daughter from 
him, and gave her to Demetrius, and forſook 
Alexander ſo that their hatred was openly 
known, 

13 Then Ptolomee entred into Antioch» 
where he ſct two crowns upon his head 5 
crown of Aſia, and of Egypt. 

14 In the mean ſeaſon was king Alexander 
in Cilicia + becauſe thoſe that dwelt in thoſe 
farts „ had revolted from him. 

15 But when Alexander heard of this » be 
came to war: againſt him „ whereupon king 
Ptolon ee brought forth his hoſt , and met 
= with a nuigbty power » and put him to 

ighr. 

16 So Alexander fled into Arabia, there to 
be defendeds but king Ptolomee was exalted. 

17 For Zabdiel the Arabjan took off Alexan- 
ders hea and ſent it unto Ptolomee. g 

1 \ 
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18 King Ptolomee alſo died the third day 

after „ and they that were in the ſtrong holds, 
were ſlain one of another. 

19 By this means Demetrius reigned in the 
hundred threeſcore and ſeventh year. 

20 At the ſame time / onathan gathered toge- 
ther them that were in Judez , to take the 
tower that was in Jeruſalemyand he made many 

-engins of war againſt it. 

21 Then certain ungodly perſons who hated 

their own people went unto the king and told 
Aim that Jonathan beſieged the tower. 

22 Whereof when he heard , he was angry, 
amd immediately removing he came to Ptole- 
mais ,, 8nd wrote unte Jonathan » that he

23 Nevertheleſs, Jonathan when he heard 
this „ commanded to beſiege it (ſtill) and he 
choſe certain of the Elders of Iſrael „ and the 

rieits, and put himſelf in peril: 

24 And toak ſilver and gold , and raiment, 
and divers preſents beſi des, and went to 
' Ptolemais + unto the King, where he found 
favor in his Gght. 7599 

25 And though certain ungodly men of 
the people had made complaints againſt him ; 

25 Yet the king intreated him „ 2s his 

deceſſors had done before + and promot ed 
jm in the ſight of all his friends. 
27 And confirmed him in the bigh Priefthood 
and in all rhe honours that he had before, 
_ 1 him preeminence among his chief 


8. 

28 Then Jonathan deſired the king that he 
would make Judea free from tribute , as alſo 
the three governments with the countrey of 
Samariz z and he promiſed him three hundred 
talents. 

29 So the King conſented, and wrote letters 
unto Jonathan of all theſe things » aſter this 


maner: 

30 King Demetrius unto his brother Jo- 
nathan, and unto the nation of the Jews, 
ſendeth greeting. 

31 We ſend you here a copy of the letter. 
vbich we did write unto our couſin Laſthenes, 
2 you, that you might ſee it. 

32 King Demetrius, urto his father Laſthenes, 
ſendeth 8 

33 We arc determined to do good to the 
people of the Jews » who are our ſriends, and 
keep covenants with us : becauſe of their good 
will rowards us, 

34 Wherefore we have ratified unto 
them the borders of Judea , with the three 
P + and Lidda » and 

amathem , that are added unto Iudes , from 
the countrey of Samaria, and all things ap- 

| Pertaining unto them + for all ſuch as do ſa- 
crifice 2 .in ſtead of the payments 
which the king received of them yearly 
afortime , out of the fruits of the earth » and 
of trees. 

35 And as for other things that belong 
unto us, of the tithes and cuſtomes pertaining 
unto us, as alſo the ſaltpits , and the crown taxes 
which are due unto us „ we diſcharge them of 
them all for their relief. 

36 And nothing hereof ſhall be revoked 
from this time forth for ever. 

37 Now therefore ſee that thou make 2a copy 
of theſe things, and let it be delivered unto 
Jonathan , and ſet upon the holy Mount in a 
conſpicuous place, g 

38 After this, when King Demetrius ſaw 
that the land was quiet before him , and 


that no reſiſtance was made againſt him „ he 
ſent away all his forces every one to his own 
place » except certain bands of ſtrangers» 
whom he had gathered from the Illes of the 
beathen» wherefore all the forces of bis fathers 
hated him. 5 
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39 Moreover, th - — 
ve ere was one Try phon, 
had been of Alexanders part afore > 
that all the hoſt murmured againſt Deme · 
trius „ went to Simalcueghe Arabian; that 
— up Antiochus the young ſon of Ala- 
er. 

40 And lay fore upon him, to dellver him 

this young Antiochus) that he might reign 

n his fathers ſtead : he told him therefore all 

that Demetrius had done, and how his men of 
war were at enmity with him and there he 
remained z long ſeaſon, 

41 In the mean time Jonathan ſent unto 
King Demetrius , that he would caſt thoſe of 
the tower out of Jeruſalem + and thoſe alſo lo 
the fortreſſes : for they fought againſt Iſrael. 

42 Se Demetrius ſent unto Jonathan · ſay ing, 
Iwill not enly do this for thee and thy 
peoples but I will greatly honour thee and thy 
nation, if opportunity ſerve. 

43 Now therefore thou ſhalt do well if 
thou ſend me men to help me / for all my forca 
are gone from me. 

44 Upon this Jonathan ſent him three 
thonſand ſtrong men unto Antioch» and when 
they came to the King, the King was very 
glad of their coming. 

45 Howbeit , they that were of the city g- 
thered themſelves together into the midſt of 
the city, to the number of an hundred atd 
2 thouſand men, and would have ſlain the 

ing. 

Wherefore the King fled into the court, 
but — of the city kept the paſſiges of the 
city, and began to fight. 

47 Then the Ring called te the Jews for 
help „ who came unto him all at once „ and 
diſperſing themſelves through the city, ſies 
That day in the city to the number of an hun- 
dred thouſand. 

48 Alſo they ſet fire on the city » and gat 
many ſpoils that day, and delivered the King. 

49 So when they of tbe city ſaw that the 
Jews had gotten the city as they would , their 
courage was abated, wherefore they made ſup- 
plication to the King) and cryed-ſaying. 

30 Grant us peace , and let the Jews ceaſe 
from aſſault ing us, and the city. 

Ir With that they caſt away their weapons, 
and made peace , and the Jews were honoured 
in the ſight of the King + and in the ſight of 
all that were in his realm; and they returned to 
Jeruſalem 4 — ſpoils. 

52 So King Demetrius fate on the throne 
of his kingdom , and the land wes quiet before 


Im. 

$3 Nevertheleſs, he diſſembled in all that 
ever he ſpake » and eſtranged himſelf from 
Jonathan, neither rewarded he him according 
to the benefits which he had received of him, 
but troubled him very ſore. 

54 After this returned Tryrhon, and with 
him the young child Antiochus, who rcigncds 
and was crowned. 

55 Then there gathered unto him all the 
men of war, whom Demetrius had put aways 
ond they fought againſt Demetrius, who 
turned his back-and fled. 

5s Moreover» Try phon took the Elephant, 
and won Antioch. 

57 At that time young Antiochus wrote 
unto Jonathan, ſaying „ I confirm thee in the 
high Prieſthood , and appoint thee ruler over 
the four governments, and Co be one of the

$8 Upon this he ſent him golden veſſels to 
be ſerved in, and — him leave to drink 1n 
gold , and to be clothed in purple » and to 
wear a golden buckle. 
$9 Hts brother Simon alſo he made captains 
from the place called the ladder of Tyrus 
unto the borders of Egypt. 
so Then Jonathan went forth, and paſſed 
through the cities beyond the water, aad — =

10 From whence he went to Gaza, but they 

Gn ſhut him out, wherefore he laid ſiege 

unto it, and burned the ſuburbs thereof with 

fire, and ſpoiled them. 

62 Afterward when they of Gaza made ſup- 
plication unto Jonathan » he made peace with 
them + and took the ſons of the chief men for 
doltages, and ſent them to Jerufalemzand paſſed 
through the countrey unto Damaſcus. 

63 Now when Jonathan heard that Deme- 
trius Princes were come to Cades : which is 
ia Galilee with a great power , purpoſing to 
temove him out of the countrey. 

54 He went to meet them „ and left Simon 
bis brother in the count rey. 

65 Then Simon encamped againſt Bethſura , 
and fought againſt it a long ſeaſon » and ſhut 


it up: 
66 But they deſi red to have peace with him 


which he ge them, and then put them 
out from thence and took the city, and ſet a 
goriſon in it. = 
57 As for Jonathan and his hoſt , they pitched 
it the water of Genneſarsfrom whence betimes 
* the morning they gat them to the plain of 
aſor. 

58 And behold the hoſt of ſtrangers met 
them in the plain , who having laid men in 
ambuſh for him in the mountains» came them- 
ſelves over againſt him. 

69 So when they that lay in ambuſk roſe 
out of their place + and joyned battel, all that 
were of Jonathans ſide fled : 

70 In ſo much 25 there was not one of them 
left „ except Mattathias the ſon ef Abſolom» 
and Judas the ſon of Calphi the Captains of 
the hoſt. 

71 Then Jonathan rent his clothes, and caſt 
earth upon his head» and prayed. 

72 Afterwards turning again to battel, he put 
them to flight-and ſo they ran away. 

73 Now when his own men that were fled, 
ſaw this , they turned again unto him „ and 
with him purſued them to Cades , even unto 
their ovin tents,and there they camped. 

74 So there were ſlain ofthe heathen that 
day „ about three thouſand men, but Jonathan 
returned to Jeruſalem.

2 He ſent letters alſo to the Lacedemonians, 
and to other places for the ſame purpoſe. 

3 So they went unto Reme , and entred into 
the Senate; and ſaids Jonathan the high Prieſts 
and the people of the Jews ſent us unto you» 
to the end you ſhould renew the friendſhip 
which you had with them » and league; as in 
former time. 

4 Upon this the Romans gave them letters 
unto the Governours of every place, that they 
ſhould bring them into the land of Judea 
peaceably. ; 

5 And this is the copy of the letters which 
Jonathan wrote unto the Lacedemenians : 

6 Jonathan the high Prieſt, and the Elders 
of the nation „ and the Prieſts and the other 
people of the Jews unto the Lacedemonians 
their brethren, ſend greeting. 

7 There were letters ſent in time paſt unto 
Onias the. high Prieſt » from Darius who 
zeigned then among you » to ſigniſie that you 
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are our brethrens as the copy here unde Y 
ten doth ſpecifie. - — 
3 At which time Oniss intreated the Am- 
baſſadour that was ſent honourably , and re- 
ceived the letters „ wherein declaration was 

made of the league and friendſhip. 

9 Therefore we alſo, albeit we need none of 
theſe things + for that we have the holy Books 
of Scripture in our hands to comfort us, 

10 Have neyertheleſs attempted to ſend unto 
you for the renewing of brotherhood and 
friendſhip , leſt we ſhould become ſtrangers 
unto you 2ltogether : for there it long time 
paſſed ſince you ſent unto us. 

it Wes therefore at all times without 

ceaſing , both in otrr feaſts and other con- 
yenient days , do remember you in the ſacri- 
fices which we effer and in our prayers „ @ 
reaſon is, and as it becometh us to think upon 
our brethren, 

12 And ve are right glad of your honour. 

13 As for our ſelves we have had great 
troubles and wars on every ſide , foraſmuch as 
the Rings that are round abont uszhaye fought 
againſt us. 

14 Howbeit we would not be troubleſome 
unto you, nor to others of our cenfederates 
and friends in theſe wats. 

15 For we have help from heaven that ſuc- 
coureth us +» ſo as we are delivered from our 
— » and our enemies are brought under 

oor. 

16 For this cauſe we choſe Numenius the 
ſon of Antiochus „ and Antipater the ſon of 
Jaſon „ and ſent them unto the Romans , to 
renew the 2mity that we had with them, and 
the former lcague. 

17 We commanded them alſo to go unto 
you » and to ſalute you, and to deliver you 
our letters concerning the renewing of our 
brotherhood. 

18 Wherefore now ye ſhall do well to give 
us an anſwer thereto. 

19 And this is the Copy of the Ictters which 
Oniares ſcar. 

20 Areus King of the Lacedemonians 4 to 

Onias the high Prieſt greeting. 

21 Ir is found in writing, that the Lacede- 
monians and Jews are brethren ; and that they 
are of the ſtock of Abrzham : 

22 Now therefore ſince this is come to 
our knowledge, you hall do well to write unto 
us of your proſperity. 

23 We do write back again to you, that 
your cattel and goods are ours, and ours are 

ours. We do command therefore (our Ambaſ- 

adJours) to make report unto you on this wiſe. 

24 Now when Jonathan heard that Demetrius 

Princes were come to fight againſt him with a 
greater hoſt then afore. 

25 He removed from Jeruſalem » and met 
them in the land of Amathis : for he gave 7 
them no reſpite to enter his countrey. 

25 He ſent ſpies alſo unto their tents » wha 
came again and told him, y they were 2Ppoin- 
ted to come upon them in the night ſeaſon. 

27 Wherefore ſo ſoon as the Sun was down 
Jonathan commanded his men to watch » and 
to be in arms, that all the night Jong th 
might be ready to fight : allo he ſeat for 
Centinels-round about the hoſt.

2 But when Arfaccs the king of Perſia an 
Media, heard that Demetrius was ent red with- 
in his borders , he ſent one of his Princes to 
take him alive. 

3 Who went and ſmote the hoſt of Deme- 
trius, and took him » and brought him to Ar- 
ſaces-by whom he was put in ward. ' 

4 As forthe land of judea, that was quiet aff 
the days of simon: for he ſought the good of 
his nation in ſuch wiſe „ as that eyermore his 
authority and honour pleaſed them well. 

5 And as he was honourable (in all his a#s) 
ſo in this, that ke took Jepre for an haven v and 
made an entrance to the Illes of the ſea, 

6 And enlarged the bounds of his nat ion, and 
recovered the cuuntrey z 

7 And gathered together a great number of 
captives and had the dominion of Gazara» and 
Bethſura x and the tower out of the which he 
took all uncleanneſs, neither was there any that 
reſiſted him. 

8 Then did they till their ground in peace 
and the eath gave her increaſe; and the trees of 
the field their fruit. 

9 The ancient men fate all in the ſtreets com- 
muning together of good things, & the young 
men put on glorious and warlike apparel. 

10 He provided viauals for the cities, and 
ſet in them all maner of munition; ſo That his 
honorable name was renowned unto the end of 
the world. 

11 He made peace in the lind, and Iſtael re- 
joyced with great joy. 

12 For every man ſate under his vine, and his 
fig · tree . and there was none to fray them: 

13 Neither was there any left in the land to 
fight againſt them: yea, the kings thereſelyes 
wer: overthrown in Thoſe days. 

14 Moreover, be ſtrengthened all thoſe of 
his — that were brought low: the law he 
ſearched out, and every contemner of the laws 
and viicked perſon he took away.

20 And this is the copy of the letters that 
the Lacedemonians fent : The rulers of the 
Lacedemonians » with the city unto Simon 
the high Prieſt , and the Elders and Prieſts and 
reſidue of the people of the Jews our brethren 
ſend greeting. 

21 The Ambaſſadours that were ſent unto 
our people , certified us of your glory and 
honour , wherefore we were glad of their 
coming. 

22 And did regiſter the things that they 

e » inthe counſel of the people » in this 
manner: Numenius ſon of Antiochus, and An- 
ti pater ſon of Jaſon , the Jews Ambaſſadours 
came unte us, te renew the friendſhip they had 
with us. 

23 And it pleaſed the people to entertain the 
men honourably « and to put the copy of their 
embaſſage in rublick records, to the end the 
people of the Lacedemonians might have 2 
memorial thereof: furthermare , we have 
— A acory thereof unto Simon the high 

tieſt. 

24 After this Simon ſent Numenius to 
Rome with a rest ſhield of gold, of a thou- 
_ pound weight To confirm the league with 

e 


25 Whereof when the people heard » they 
faid , What thanks ſhall we give to Simon and 
his ſons ? 

26 For he and his brethren+ and the houſe of 
bis fathers have eſtabliſhed Iſrael , and chaſed 
away in fight their enemies from them „ and 
confirmed their liberty. 

27 So then they wrote · (it) in tables of brafs, 
which they ſet upon pillars in mount Son, and 
this is the copy of the writing. The eighteenth 
day of the moneth Elul , in the hundred three- 
ſcore and twelfth year, being the third year of 
Simon the high prieſt. 

28 Ar Saramel in the great congregation of 

the Prieſts and people, & rulers of the nation · 
and Elders of the countrey » were theſe things 
norificd unto us, 

29 Forſomuch as often times there have 
been wars in the countrey , wherein for the 
maintenance of the ſanctuary , and the Iv ; 
Simon the ſon of Mattathias of the poſterity 
of Jarib - together with his hrethren put them- 
ſelves in jeo perdy , and reſiſting the enemies 
of their nation » did their nation great ho- 


nour. 
30 Nag: after that Jonathan having gathered 
his nation togetherzand been their high Prieſts 
was added to his people. 

31 Their enemies purpoſed to invade their 
countrey + that they might deſtroy it, and lay 
hands on the ſanRuary. 

32 At which time Simon roſe upzand fought 

x his nation , and ſpent much of his own ſub» 

ances & armed the yaliant men of his nation, 
and gave them mages: 

33 And fortified the cities of Iudea, toge- 
ther with Bethſura, that lieth upon the borders 
of Iudea, where the armour of the enemies had 

before , but he ſet a gariſon of Jews there. 

24 Moreover, he fortified Joppe , which 
lieth upon the fea , and Gazara that bordereth 
upon Azotus » Where the enemies had dwelt be- 


35 For in his time things proſpered in his 
hands: ſo that the heathen were taken out of 
their countrey » and they alſo that were in the 
city of David in Jeruſalem 4, who had made 
themſelves atower , out of which they iſſued, 
and polluted all about the ſan&uary , and did 
much hurt in the holy places. 

37 But he placed Jews therein, and fortified 
it for the ſafety of the countrey : and the city, 
and raiſed up the walls of Jeruſalem. 

38 King Demetrius alſo confirmed him in 
the high Prieſthood , according to thoſe 
things» 


39 And made him one of his friends, and ho · 


noured him with great honour. 

40 For he had heard ſay>thatthe Romans had 
called the Jews their friends and confederatesy 
and brethren · and that they had entertained the 
Embaſſad ours of Simon honourably. 

41 Alſo that the Jews and Prieſts were well 
pleaſed that Simon ſhould be their goveraour 
and high Prieſt for ever untill there ſhould 
ariſe a faithfull Propher, 

42 Moreover « that he ſhould be their.cap- 
tains and ſhould take charge of the ſan&umy, to 
ſet them over their works, and over the coun- 
tre and over the amour. and over the ſortreſ- 
ſes, that (I ay) he ſhould take the charge of 
the ſanctuary. 

43 Beſides this , that he ſhould be obeyed of 

every man, and that all the writings in the 
countrey ſhould be made in his name, and that 
he "_”_ be clothed in purple, and meat 
gold. 
44 Alſo that it ſhould be lawfull for none 
of the people or prieſts to break any of theſe 
things + or to gain-ſay his words, or to gather 
an aſſembly in the countrey without him, or 
ro ky clothed in purple „ or wear a buckle of 
gold. 

45 And whoſocrer ſhould do otherwiſe x ot 
_— ay of theſe things he ſhould be pu- 
niſhed. 

46 Thus it liked all the people to deal with 
Simon» and to do as hath been faid. 

47 Then Simon accepted hereof » and wat 
well pleaſcd to he high prieſt ; and captain, and 
governor of the Jews and prieſts, and to defend 
them all. 

48 So they commanded that this writing 
mould be put in tables of braſs : and that they 
ſhould be ſet up within the cempaſs of the 
ſanctuary in a conſpicuous place. 

49 Aliſo that the copies thereof ſhould be 
laid up in the treaſury , to the end that Simos 
and his ſons might haye them. 

CHAP. XV. 

4 Antiochus deſiretb leave to paſs through 
Fudec,and grant etb great bonours 10 Fi- 
mon «nd the Fews. 16 The Roman, writ 
to divers kings and nations to favour the 
Fews. 27 Antiochbus quarrelleth with 
Simon » 38 and ſendetb ſome to anne 
Judea. 

Oreover, Antiochus ſon of Demetrius the 

king» ſent letters from the iſles of the ſea» 
unto Simon the Prieſt and Prince of the jens, 
and to all the people. 

2 The contents whereof were theſe: King 
Antiochns ro Simen the high pricſt and prince 
of his nation , and to the people of the Jews» 
greeting : 

Foraſmuch as certain peſtilent men have

5 Now therefore I confirm unto thee all 
the oblations which the kings before me gran- 
ted __y and whatſoever gifts beſides they 
taated. 

s I give thee leave alſo to coyn money for 
thy countrey with thine own ſtamp. 

7 And as concerning Jeruſalem , and the ſanc- 
tuary : let them be frees and all the armour that 
thou haſt made » and fortreſſes that thou haſt 
built and kcepeſt ia thine hands, let them 
remain unto thee. 

$ Andif ny be + or ſhall be owing to 
the king · let it be forgiven theesfrom this time 
forth for evermore. 

9 Furthermore, when we have obtained our 
lingdom, we will honour thee and thy nations 
md thy temple with great honour + ſo that 
your honour ſhall be known throughout the 
world. 

10 In the hundred thereſcore and fourtecnth 
year went Antiochus into the land of his fa- 
thers „ at which time all the forces came to- 
net unto him; ſo that few were left with 

ryphon. 

it Wherefere being purſued b 
tiochus he fled unto Dora, which li 
ſes ſide. 

12 For he ſav; that troubles came n pon him 
all at once, and that his forces had forſaken 


king An- 
eth by the 


bim. 

13 Then camped Antiochus againſt Dora, 
having with him an hundred and twenty 
thouſand men of war „ and eight thouſand 
borſmen. 

14 And when he had compaſſed the city 
round about; 2nd joyned ſhips cloſe to the 
town on the ſex-l:de, he vexed the city by 
land and by fea , neither ſuffercd he any to go 
out ox in. 

15 In the mean ſeaſon came Numenius and 
his company from Rome, having letters to the 
kings and conntreys » wherein were written 
theſe things. 

15 Lucius Conſul of the Romans, unto king 
Ptolomee greeting. 

17 The Jews ambaſſadours our friends and 
confederates » came unto us to renew the old 
friendſhip and league „ being ſent from Si- 
mon the high prieſt » und from the people of 
the Jews. 

18 And they brought a ſhield of gold of 2 
thouſand pound : 

19 We thought it goed therefore to write 
unto the kings and countreys · that they ſhould 
do them no harm, nor fight againſt t hem : the ir 
cities» ot countreys nor yet aid their enemies 
againſt them. 

20 It ſeemed alſo good unto us to receive 
the ſhield of them. 

21 If therefore there be any peſtilent fellows 
that have fle4 from their countrey unto you. 
deliver them unto Simon the high prieſt, 
that he may puniſh them according to their 
own law, 

22 The ſame things wrote he likewiſe to 
Demetrius the king and Attalus, to Ariathesz 
and Arſaces. 

23 And to all the countreys , and to Samp- 
Ames, and the Lacedemonians, and to Delus, 
and Mindus, and Syc ion, and Caria , and Samos, 
and Pamphyliz , and Lyci2 and Halicarnaſſus, 
and Rhodus, and Phaſeſis, and Cos, and Sidee: 
and Ara dus, an4 Gortina, and Cnidus , and Cy- 
ptus, and Cyrcne. 

24, And the cory thereof they wrote to Si- 
mon the high prictt.

25 $o Antiochue the king camped 2gnin® 

Dora the ſecond day » aſſmlting it continual» 

ly» and king engines,by which means he 

ſhut up Tiyphon, that he could neither go out 
nor in. 

26 At that time Simon ſent him two thou- 
ſand choſen men to aid him: ſilver alſo and 
goldzand much armour. 

27 Nevertheleſs , he would not receive 
them, but brake all the covenants which he had 
_ with him fore, and became ſtrange unto 

im. 

28 Furthermore, he ſent unto him Athens» 
bius, one of his friends, to commune with him, 
and ſay » You withhold Joppe and Gr, with 
the tower that is in Jeruſalem which are cities 
of my Realm. 

29 The borders thereof ye have waſted „ and 
done great hurt in the land; and got the domi- 
nion of many places within my kingdom. 

30 Now therefore, deliver the cities which 
ye have taken, and the tributes of the places 
v hereof ye have gotten dominion-without the 
borders of judes. 

21 Or elſe give me for them five hundred 
talents of ſilver, and for the harm that you hare 
done , and the tributes of the cities other five 
hundred talents: if not, we will come and fight 
agzinſt you. 

32 So Athenob ius the kings friend came to 
Jeruſalem, and when he ſaw the glory of Simone 
and the cupboard of gold and ſilvex plate» and 
his great attendance, he was aſtonied) aud told 
him the kings meſſ:ge. : 

33 Then anſwered Simon and faid unto himy 
We have neither taken other mens land „ nor 
holden that v;hith appertaineth to others + but 
the inheritance of our fathers which our ene» 
mies had wrongfully in poſſeſſion a certain 
rime. - : 

31 \herefore we having opportunity, bold 

the inheritance of our fathers. 

35 And whereas thou demandeſt Joppe and 
Gazara ; albeit they did great harm unto the 
people in our countrey » yet will we give aa 
hundred talents for them: Hereunto Atheno - 
bius anſwered him not a word; 

36 Bur returned in a rage to the king » and 
made report unto him of theſe ſpeeches , and 
of the glory of Simomand of all that he had 
ſeen, whereupon the king was cxceeding 
wroth. ; 

37 In the mean time fled Tryphon by ſhip 
unto Orthoſias. 

38 Then the king made Cendebeus captain 
of the ſca coaſt » and gave him an hoſt of foot» 
men and horſmen. . 

39 And commanded him to remove his hoſt 
toward Judea : alſo he commanded him to 
build up Cedrons and to fortifie the gates and 
to war againſt the people, — 2s for the king 

himſelf ) he purſued Tryphon. 

0 40 80 nk = gs came to lamnia ; and began 

ro proyoke the people / and to invade Judeazand 

to Cake the people priſonersand ſlay them. 

41 And when he had built up Cedron he ſet 
horſmen there, and an hoſt (of footmen) to the 
end that iſſuing out, they might make out- 
roads upon the ways of Judea , as the king had 
commanded him. 

CHAP. X VI.. 

3 Judas ane Fobn preverl againſt the for. 
ces ſent by Antiochus. 11: The ceptain of 
Fericho inviteth qi vn, and two of bis 
Jong into bis caſtle, and there treacber- 
ouſly murderetb them. 19 Fobn is ſought 
for, 22 «nd eſcapeth , ang killetb iboſe 
that ſon ght for bim. : 

hen came up John from Gaara , and told

2 Wherefore Simon called his two elJeſt 
ſons „ Judas and John, and faid unto them, 
and my brethren » and my fathers houſe 3 2 : 


ever from our youth unto this day fou 
| . ght 
againſt the enemies of Iſracl , and things have 
proſpered ſo well in our hands that we have 
delivered Iſrael oftentimes. 

3 But now I am old, and ye (by Gods mercy) 
are of a ſufficient age: Be ye in ſtead of me 
and my brother, and go and fight for our nation 
and the help from heaven be with you. 

4 So he choſe out of the countrey twenty 
thouſand men of war; with horſmen -, who went 
out agaiaſt Cendebeus, and reſted that night at 
Modin. 

5 And when as they aroſe in the morning, 
and went into the plains behold» a mighty 
great hoſt both of foot men and horſmen came 
againſt them: howbeit, there was a water-brook 
betwirt them. 

6 $0 he and his people pitched over againſt 
them, and when he ſav: that the people were 
afraid to go over the water: brook, he went 5 rſt 
over himſelf, and then the men ſeeing him, 
raſſed through after him. 

7 (That done) he divided his men · and ſet 
the horſmen in the midſt of the footmen : for 
the enemies borſmen were very many. 

8 Then ſounded they with the holy trum- 
Pets : whereupon Cendebeus and his hoſt were 
Put to flight. ſo that many of them were ſlain» 
and the remnant gate them to the ſtrong hold. 

9 At that time was Judas , Johns brother, 
wounded : but John ſtill followed after them, 
os — to Cedron , which (Cendebeus) 

uilt. 

10 So they fled even unto the towers in the 
fields of Azotus , wherefore he burnt it with 
Are: fo that there were lain of them about 
to thouſand men. Afterward he returned into 
The land of Judea in peace. 

11 Mereover , in the plain of Jericho wis 
Ptolomeus the fon of Abubus made captain 
and he had abundance of ſilver and gold. 

12 For he was the high Prieſts ſon in law. 

13 Wherefore his heart being lifted up , he 
thought to gerthe countrey to himſelf , and 
Tereupon conſulted deceitfully againſt Simon

and his ſons to deſtroy them. 

14 Now Simon was viſiting the cities thit 
were in the countrey y and taking care forthe 
good ordering of them, at which time he cam 
down himſelf to Jericho, with his fons Matty 
thias and Judas , in the hundred threeſcote n 
”— year, in theeleventh moncth ; calle

15 Where the ſon of Abubus 1 
deceitfully into a little hold called Docuy 
which he had built » made them a great bu - 
quet; howbeit he had hid men there. 

16 So when Simon and bis ſons had drunk 
largely, Ptolomee and his men roſe up · and took 
their weapons, and came upon Simon into the 
banqueting place , and ſlew him and his two 
ſons , and certain of his ſervants. 

17 In which doing he committed a great 
treachery, and recompenſed evil fer good. 

18 Then Ptolomee wrote theſe Things + and 
ſent to the king , that he ſhould fend him n 
hoſt ro aid him and he would deliver bim the 
countrey and cities. 

19 He ſent others alſo to Gazara to kill 
John: and unto the Tribunes he ſent letters 
to come unto him , that he might give them 
ſilyer, and gold and rewards. 

20 And others he ſent to take Jeruſalem, ad 
the mountain of the temple. 

21 Now one had run afore to GH » and 
told John that his father and brethren were 
lain, and (quoth he) Ptolomee hath ſent to 

ay thce alſo, 

22 Hereof when he heard;he was ſore aftonith- 
ed: So be laid hands en them that were come 
to deſtroy him, and ſlew them; for he knew 
That they ſought to make him away. 

23 As concerning the reſt of the acts of Jobs; 
and his wars „ and worthy deeds which he dids 
and the building of the wals which he made 
and his doings, 

24 Behold) theſe are written in the chroni-: 
cles of his Prieſthood + from the time he was 
made high Prieſt after his father.

8 And-burat the porch » and ſhed innocent 
blood then we prayed unto the Lord,and were 
heard : we offered alſo ſacrifices,and i ne flour, 
and lighted the lamps : and ſet forth the loaves.

2 It came to paſs, that even the kings them- 
ſelves did honour 1 and magniſie the 
Temple with their giſts; 

3 Inſomuch that Seleucus king of Aſia y of 
his own revenues+ bare all the colts belonginx 
To the ſervice of the ſacrifices. 

4 But one Simon of the tribe of Benjamin, 
who was made governour of the Temple, fell 
out with the high Prieſt about diſorder in the, 
city. 

7 And when he could not overcome Onias 

he gat him to Apellonius the ſon of Thraſeas 
who then was governour of Ccaloſyriza and 
Phenice, . 

6 And told him that the treaſury in Jeruſa- 
Jem was full of infinite ſummes of money , ſo 
that the multitude of their riches , which did 
not pertain to the account of the facrifices,was 
Innumerable , and that it was poſſible to bring 
all into the kings hand. 1 

7 Now when Apollonius came to the king, 
and had ſhewed him of the money, whereof he 
was told, the king choſe out Heliodorus bis 
treaſurer + and ſent him with a commandment 
to bring him the a foreſaid money. 

8 So forthwith Heliodorus took his Journey 
under a colour of viſiting the cities of Cœlo- 
ſyria „ and Phenice » but indeed to fulfill the 
kings purpoſe. 

9 And when he wzs come to Jeruſalem » and 
had been: courteouſly received of the high 
Prieſt of F ＋ told him what intelligence 
was given of the money, and declared where- 
Fore he came » and aſked if theſe things were ſo

10 Then the high Prieſt told him that there 
was ſuch money laid up for the relief of wi -

11 And that ſome of it belonged to Hirca- 
nus + ſen of Tobias , 2 man of grear dignity, 
S not 25 that wicked Simon had miſinformed:

24 Now as he was there preſent himſelf 
with his guard about the trezſury, the Lord of 
ſpirits, and the Prince of all power „ cauſed 
great apparition , ſo that all that preſumedto 
come in with him, were aſtoniſhed at the 


power of God, and fainted y and were for 


afraid. 


2 $ For there appeared unto them an horſe 
with a terrible nder uron him , and adornd 
with a very fair covering , and he ran fiercely 
and ſmote at Heliodorus with his fore · feet 
and it ſeemed that He that ſate upon the horſe 
had com pieat harneſs of gold. 

25 Moreover, two other young men appeared 
before him, rotable in ſtrength , excelicntin 
beauty , and comely in apparel , who ſtood by 
him on either ſide, and ſcourged him contl- 
nually.and gave him many ſore ſtripes. 

27 And ;Heliodorus fell ſuddenly to the 
ground, and was cempaſſed with great dat ; 


neſs ; but they

2K Thus him that lately came with a great 
train and with all his guard into the ſaid tres. 
ſury, they carried out „ being unable to help 
himſelf with his weapons? and manifeſtly they 
acknowledged the power of God.

33 Now as the high Prieſt was making an 
atonement » the ſame yong men, in the fame 
clothing » appeared and ſtood beſide Heliodo- 
ws, ſaying » Give Onias the bigh prieſt great 
thanks»>inſomuch as for his ſake» the Lord bath 

ranted thee life. : 

34 And ſeeing that thou haſt been ſcourge 
from heaven , declare unto all men the mighty 
power of God: and when they had ſpoken 
theſe words They appeared no more. : 

35 So Heliodorus after he had offered facri- 
bce unto the Lord,and made great vows unto 
dim that had ſaved his life , and ſaluted Onias, 
returaed with his hoſt to the King. 

35 Thea teſtified heto all men the works of 
the great God which he had ſeen with his 


eyes. 
oF And when the King asked Heliodorus, 
who might be a fit wan to be ſent yet once 
282in to ſeruſalem · he ſaid» 

38 lt thou haſt any enemy or traytor , ſend 
him thither, and thou ſhalt receive him well 
ſcourged „ if he cſcape with his life: for in 
that place, no doubt there is an eſpecial power 


of God. . : 
39 For he that dwelleth in heaven hath his 
eye on that place + and defendeth it , and be 
yn + and deſtroyeth them That come to 
urt it. 
40 And the things concerning Meliodorus, 
and the keeping of the treaſury fell out on this 


fort. 

C H A P. I V, 

1 Simon lenderetb Ong. 7 Feſon by cor- 
rupt ing the king obtainetb the office of 
tbe bigh prie/t. 24 Mene/aus getteth the 
ſame from Jaſon by tbe like corruption. 
34 Andronicus traitereuſly mur ſeretł 
Oni. 35 The king being infor mea there- 
of » cauſeth Andronicus to be put to 
death. 39 The wickedneſs of Lyſimacbus, 
by tbe in/tigationof Menelaus. 

His Simon now » (of whom we ſpake be- 
'T fone having been a bewrayer of the moneys 
ind of his countrey , ſlandred Onias , as if he 
had terrified Heliodorus) and been the worker 
of theſe evils. : 

2 Thus was he bold to call him a traytors 
that had deſerved well of the city, and tende- 
— his own nation and was ſo zealous of the 

VS» 

3 But when their hatred went ſo far » that 
by one of Simons fadion , murders were com- 
mitted, . 

4 Onias ſecing the danger of this conten- 
tion, and that Apollonius» as being the go- 
yernour of Cœloſyria and Phenice » did rage» 
and increaſe Simons malice. 

$ He went to the King,not to be an accuſer 
of his count rey men but ſceking the good of 
all both publick and private. 

6 For he ſaw that it was impoſſible, that the 
fiate mould continue quiet + and Simon leave 
bis follyunleſs the King did look thereunto. 

7 But after the death of Seleucus , when An- 
tio chus, called Epi phanes, took the kingdom, 
Jaſoa, the brother of Onias labored under hand 
to be high Prieſt. ; 

8 Promiſing unto the King by interceſſion, 
three hundred and threeſcore talents of filyerz 
an j of another revenue, eighty talents ; 

6 Beſides this » he promiſed to aſſign an 
hundred and fifty more, if he might have li- 
cenſe to ſet him up a place for cxerciſezand for 
the training up of youth in the faſhions of the 
heathen + and to write them of. Jeruſalem (by 
the name of) Antiochians. 

10\Vhich when the King had granted» and 
he had gotten into his hand the rule + he forth- 
ney dtought his own nation to the Greekiſh 

anlon. 

11 And the royal, priviledges granted of 


ſyecla! fayor to the Jene-bythe means of John 
the father of Fupolemus,who went ambaſſador 
to Rome for amity and aid, he took away ; and 
putting down the governments which were ac- 
cording to the law + he brought up new cue 
ſomes againſt the law. q 

12 For he built gladly a place of exerciſe 
under 5 tower it ſelf» & brought 5 chief young 
_ under bis ſubJe&ion,and made them wear 
a hat. 

13 Now ſuch was the height of Greek fa 
ſhions , and increaſe of heatheniſh manners, 2 
through the exceeding profaneneſſe of Jaſons 
that ungodly wretch, and not high Prieft 2 

14 Thar the Prieſts had no courage to ſerve 
any more at the Altar, but deſpiſing the Tem. 
ple and neglect ing the ſacrifices haſtned to be 
partakers of the unlawfull allowance in the 
place of exerciſes after the game of Diſcus cal - 
led them forth: 

15 Not fetting by 
thersv but liking the 
of all. 

16 By reaſon whercof fore calamity came 
upon them, for they had them to be their ene- 
mies and avengers, whoſe cuſtom they followed 
ſo e.rneſtly , and unto whom they deſired to 
be like in al things. 

17 Forit is not a light thing to do wickedly 
againſt the Laws of God, but the time follow» 
ing ſhall declare theſe things. 

18 Now when the game that was uſed every 
ith year, was kept at Tyrus, the King being 
preſent ; 

19 This ungracious Jaſon ſent ſpeciall mef- 
ſengers from jeruſalem, who were Antiochiansy 
to carry three hundred drachmes of ſilver to 
the ſacrifice of Hercules which even the bea- 
ters thereof thought fit not to beſtow upon 
the ſacriſicevbecauſe it was not convenient: but 
to be reſerved for other charger. 

20 This money then in regard of the ſenders 
was appointed to Hercules ſacrificeybut becauſe 
of the bearers thereof » it was imployed to 
the making of gallies. 

21 Now when Apollonius the ſon of Me- 
neſtheus was ſent into Egypt, for the cor0nd- 
tion of King Ptolomens Philometor , Antio-

chus underſtanding him not to be well affeeck | 


to his affairs z provided for bis own ſafety : 
whercupon he came to Joppe, and from thence 
to Jcruſalem 

22 Where he was honorably received of Ja- 
ſon» and of the city , and was brought in with 
torchlight, and with great ſhoutings : and ſo 
afterward went with his hoſt unto Phenice. 

23 Three years afterward » Jaſon ſent Me- 
ne laus the aforeſaid Simons brother » to bear 
the money unto the King, and to put him in 
mind of certain neceſſary matters- 

24 But he being brought to the preſence of 
the King, when he had magnified him, forthe 
slorious appearance of his power, got the 
prieſtheod to himſelf , offering more then Ja» 
ſon by three hundred talents of ſilver. 

25 So he came with the Kings mandates 
bringing nothing worthy the high prieſthoods 
but having the fury ofa cruel tyrant y and the 
rage ofa ſavage beaſt. 

25 Then Jaſon, who had undermined his 
own brother „ being undermincd by anothery 
was compelled to flee into the countrey 

the Ammonites. 

27 So Menelaus got the principality : but 
as for the money that he had promiſed unto the 
King » he took no good order for it; albeit 
Softrates the ruler of the caſtle required it. 

28 For unto him appertained the gather! 
of the cuſtoms. Wherefore they were both 
led before the King. 

29 Now Menelaus left his brother Lyſi- 
machus in his ſtead in the prieſthood „ and 
Soltrates left Crates who was governor of the 


Cy prians. 
30 While 


- 30 While thoſe thi n doing they 
of Tarſus and Mallos made in ſurtedion , be- 
cauſe they were. given to the kings (oncubine, 
called Ant iochis. 

31 Then came the Ring in all haſte to ape 
peaſe matters, leaving Andronicus a man in 
authority, for his deputy, 

32 Now Menelaus ſuppoſing that he had 
gotten 3 convenient time, tele certain veſſels 
of gold out of the Temple, and gave ſome of 
them to Andronicus , and ſome he ſold in 
Tyrus, and the cities round about. 

33. Which when Onias knew of a ſurety , he 
teproved him, and withdrew himſelf into 
a 8 at Daphne That lietk by Antio- 

2 


Chia. 

34 Wherefore Menelaus taking Andronicus 
apart · prayed him to get Onias into his hands, 
who being perſwaded thereuato „ and coming 
to Oni in deceit , gaze him his right hand 
with oaths, and though he were ſuſpeRed (by 
him ) vet perſwaded he him to come forth of 
tie Sanfuary : whom forthwith he ſhut up 
without regard of juſtice. 

35 For the which cauſe, not onely the Jews, 
but many alſo of other nations took great in- 
Aignat ion, and were much gricved for tue un- 
Juſt murder of the man. g 
. 35 And when the King was come again from 
the places about Cilicias the Jews that were in 
Che city , and certain of the Grecks That ab- 
horrel the fact alſo, complained becauſe Onias 
was ſlain without cauſe. 

37 Therefore Antiochus was heartily ſorry, 
and moved to pity » and wept „ becauſe of the 
and modeſt behayiour of him that was 

cad. 

38 And being kindlcd with anger,forthwith 
he took away Andronicus his purple, and rent 
Off his clothes » and lead lng him through the 
whole city unto that very place where he had 
committed impiety againſt Onias: there flew 
he the curſed murderer. Thus the Lord re- 
- 260 him his puniſhment » as he had deſe x- 
ved. 

39 Now when many factileges had been 
committed in the city by Lyſimachus, With 
the conſent of Mcnelauszand the bruit thereof 
was ſpread abroad, the multitude gathered 
Themſelves together againſt Lyſimackus, 
many veſſels cf gold being already carryed 


away. | 

40 Whereupon the common people riſing, 
and being filled with rage. Lyſimachus armed 
about three thouſan4 men » and began firſt 
to offer violence on Auranus » being the 
leader „ a man far gone in years ; and no leſs 
In folly. 

41 They then ſeeing the attempt of Lyſi- 
machus + ſome of them caught ſtones , ſome 
clubs other taking handfuls of duſt that 
was next at hand , caſt them alrogether upon 
Lyſimachuss and thoſe that ſet upon them. 

_ 42 Thus many of them they woundeâ > and 
ſome they firoke to the ground, and all (of 
them) they forced to flee: but as for the 
Church-rober himſelf,him they killed belides

About the ſame time, Antiochus prepared 

his ſecond voyage into Egypt: 

2 And then it hapned that through all the 
city for the ſpace almoſt of forty days, there 
were ſcen horſmen running in tne air in cloth 
of gold , and armed with lances like, a ban4 of 
ſouldiers. 

3 And troops of hoiſmen in array , enconn- 
tring and running one againſt another „ with 
ſhaking of ſhields, and multitude of pikes , and 
drawing of ſwords , and caſting of darts, and 
glittering of golden ornaments z and harneſs 
of all ſorts. F 

4 Wherefore every man prayed , that that 
apparition might turn to good. 

Now when there was gone forth a falſe 
rumor as though Antiochus had been dead; 
Jaſon took at the leaſt a thouſand men; and 
ſuddenly made an aſſault upon the city , and 
they that were upon the wals, being put back, 
and the city at length tazen » Menelaus ficd in- 
to the Cattle , - 

6 But Jaſon ſlew his 'own citizens without 
mercy » (not conſ1dering that to get the 
of them of his own nation » would be a mo 
unbappy day for him: but thinking tbey bai 
been bis enemies, and not his countrey-meny 
whom he conquered. ) 

7 Howbeit for all this he obtained not the 
principality but at the laſt received ſhame fot 
the reward of his treaſon » and fled 2gain into 
the countrey of the Ammonites. 

8 In the end therefore be had an unhappy 
return being accuſed before Aretas , the King 
of the Arabians , ficeing from city to city 

urſued of all men „ hated as a forſaker of the 

aws + and being had in abomination „ as n 
open enemy of his countrey ; & countrey men 
he was caſt out into Egypt. 

9 Thus he that had driven many out of tkeit 
countrey, periſhed in a trange land reti ring te 
the Lacedemonians and thinking there to ind 
ſuccour by reaſon of his kindred. 

10 And be that had caſt out many unburied 
had none to movrn for him, nor any ſolemn 
funerals at all, nor ſepulcbre with bis fathers. 

11 Nov; when this that was done „came to 
the Kings ear, he thought that Judea had re- 
volted: wherzupon removing out of Egypt 
in a furious mind , he took the city by force 
of arms 

12 And commanded his men of war not to 
ſpare ſuch as they met, and to Clay ſuch 28 
went up upon the houſes.

2 The coming in of this miſchief was ſote 
and grievous to the people: 

4 For the Temple was filled with ryot 
and revelling by the Gentiles „ who dite 
with harlots , and had to do with women» 
within the circuit of the holy places; and 
beſides that , brought in things that were 
not lawful. 

5 The Altar alfo was filled with profane 
things, which the Law forbiddeth. 

6 Neither was it lawful for a man to keen 
Sabbath days, or ancient feaſts » or to profeſs 
himſelf at all to be a Jew. 

7 And in the day of the Rings births every 
moneth they were brought by bitter conſtraint 
to cat of the ſacrifices , and when the feaſt of 
Bacchus was kept, the Jews were compelled to 
go in proceſſion td Bacchus, carrying Ivy. 

8 Moreover, there went out a decree to the 
neighbour cities of the hcathen , by the ſug - 
geſtion of Ptolomee againſt the Jets, that 
they ſhould obſcrye the ſame faſhions z and be 
rartakers of their ſacrifices. 

9 And who ſo would not conform them 
ſelves ro the maners of the Gentiles , ſhould 
be pur to death: then might a man hare ſeen 
the preſent miſery. 

10 For there were two women brought, 
who had circumciſed their children „ whonr 
when they openly led round about the city, 
the babes hanging at their breaſts , they caſt 
them down headlong from the wall. 

11 And others that had run together into 
caves, near by, to keep the Sabbath-day ſecrer- 
ly, being diſcovered to Philip; were all burnt 
together, becauſe they made a conſcience to 
help themſelves, for the honour of the molt 
ſacred day. 

12 Now I beſeech thoſe that read this book, 
that they be not diſcouraged for theſe calamt- 
tics» but that they judge theſe puniſhments 
not to be for deſtrution , but for chaftning of 
our nation. 

13 For it is a token of his great goodneſs, 
when wicked docrs are not ſutfered any long 
time but forthwith puniſhed. _ 

14 For not as with other nations whom the 
Lord patiently forbeareth to puniſh , till the 
be come te the fulneſs of their ſuns: ſo dealet 
he with vs. 

15 Left that being come to the height of 
ſin 3 afterwards he mould take vengeance of 
us. 


15 And therefore he never withdraweth 
his mercy from us: and though the puniſh 
with adverſity 5 yet doth he never forſake his 


people. 

17 But let this that we have ſpoken, be for 2 
warning unto us, and now will we come to the 
dectaring of the matter in few words. 

18 Eleazar one of the principal Scribes, an 
aged man, and of a well fayoured countenance 
was conſtraincd to open his mouth, and to 
eat ſwines fleſh. ; 

19 But he chooſing rather to die gloriouſlys 
then to live tained with ſuch an abomination» 
ſpir it forth, and came of his vin accord to 
The torment. i ; 

20 As it behoved them to come that are 
reſolute. to ſtand out 2gainſt ſuch things, as ate 
not lawful for love df life to be taſted. 

21 But they that had the charge of that 
wicked feaſt, fot᷑ the o ld acquaintance they had 
with the man „ taking him afide , beſought 
him to bring fleſh of his own proviſion » ſuch 
28 was lawſul for him to uſcy 2nd make as if he 
did cat of the fleſh taken from the ſacrifice 
commanded by the ming. 

22 That in ſo doing. he might be delivered 
from death, and for the old friendſhip with 
them) find favour. . 

23 But he began to'conſider diſcreetly, 

as became his age + and the excellency of h 
auciem years; and the honor of his gray head

whercunto he was come; and his moſt honeſt 
education from a chil4 4 or rather the holy 
Law, made and given by God: Therefore he 
anſwered accordingly, & willed them ſtraight- 
ways to (end him to the grave. 

24 For it becometh not our age » ſaid hey in 
any wiſe to diſſemble, whereby many young 
perſons might think „ that Eleazar being 
fourſcore yeats old and ten, were now gone to 
2 ſtrange religion. 

25 And ſo they through mine hypocryſie, 
and deſire to live a little time 4 and a moment 
longer, ſhould be deceived by me, and I get 
5 _ to mine old age » and make it abomi- 
nable. 

25 For though for the preſent time I ſhould 
be delivered from the puniſhment of men: 
yet ſhould I net eſcape the hand of the Al- 
mighty, neither alive nor 4ead. s 3 

27 Wherefore now manfully changing this 
life » I will mew my ſelf ſuch an one as mine 
age requireth. 

28 And lewe a notable example to ſuch as 
be young to die wilitngly, and couragiouſly- 
for the honorable and holy Laws , and when he 
had ſaid theſe words, immediately ke vient to 
the torment. : 

29 They that led him, changing the good 
will they bare him a jirtle before, into hatred» 
becauſe the foxeſaid ſpeeches proceeded as they 
thought. ſrom a deſperate minde. 

30 But when he was ready to dic with ſiripesy 
he groaned and ſaid It is manifeſt unto the 


Lord , that hath the holy knowledge, that Go1 


whereas I might hive been dclivere4 from 
death, I (now) endure ſorc pains in bedy by 
being beaten : but in ſou! am well content to 
ſuffer theſe things, becauſe I fear him. 

31 And thus this man dyed leaving his death 
for an example of a noble courage , and a me- 
morial of yertue , not oncly unto young men- 
but unto all bis nation.

T came to paſs alſo that ſeven brethren with 
1 their mother were taken, and compelled 
by the King againſt the Law to take ſwines 
fic „ and were tormented with ſcourges 
and whips. a 

2 But one of them that ſpake firſt, ſaid thus 
what wouldeſt thou ask, or learn of us ? we are 
rea iy to dic „ rather then to tranſgreſs the 
Laws of our fathers. 

3 Then the King being in 2 rage com- 
manded pans and caldrons to be made hot. 

4 Which forthwith being heated , he com- 
manded to cut out the tongve of him that 
ſpate fitit, and to cut off the utmoſt parts of 
his body + the reſt of his brethren and his mo - 
ther looking on. 

5 Now when he was thus maimed in all his 
members, he commanded him being yet alive, 
to be brought to the fire , and to be fryed in 
The pan, and asthe vapour of the pan was for 
2 good ſpace diſperſed , they exhorted one 
another, with the mother to die manſully, 
N 5 

6 The Lord God leoketh upon ns » and 
In truth bath comfort in us, as Moſes in his 
Song » which witneſſed re their faces „ de- 
clared ſaying + And he ſhall be comforted in 
bis ſeryants. 

7 So when the firſt was dead; after this 
maner they brought the ſecon 4, to make 
him a mocking ftock : and when they had 

ned off the skin of his head with rhe 

airy they asked him , Wilt thou eat before 

Thou be puniſhed through every member of 
ihy body t

8 But heanſwered in his own language, my 
ſaid „ No: wherefore he alſo received the nat 
torment in order as the former did. 2 

9 And hen he was at the Jaſt gaſpe + be 
faid „ Thou like 2 fury Takeſt us out of this 
preſent life : but the King of the world hall 
raiſe us up who have died for. his Laws unty 
everlaſting life. ; 

ro After him was the third made a mocking 


- ſtock : and when he was required „ he put out 


his tongue, and that right ſoon, holding forth 
his hands manfully. 

11 And ſaid courzgtouſly; Theſe I had from 
heaven , and for hie Laxs 1 deſpiſe them » and 
from him I hope to receive them again. 

12 In ſo much that the King » and they tba

18 After him alſo they brought the itt) 
who being ready to die, ſaid „ Be not dei 
ved without cauſe : ſor we ſuffer theſe thing 
for our ſelves „ having finned againſt o 
God. Therefore matveſlous things are dot 
(unto us.) 

19 But think not thou that takeſt in ha 
to (trive againſt God, That thou ſhalt eſciꝶ 
unpuniſhed. r 

20 But the mother was raarvellous abort; 
all , and worthy of honourable memory: 
when ſhe ſaw her ſeven ſons lain within tit 
ſpace ef one day „ fhe bare it with a gc 
courage » becauſe of the hope that ſhe had 
the Lord. 

21 Yea the exhorted every one of them 
her own language filled with couragtous! 
rits and ſtirring up her womanim thought 
with a manly ſtomack, ſne ſaid unto them, 

22 [I cannot tell how ye came into = 
womb 2 for I neither gave you breath no 
life, neither was it I that formed the member! 
of every one of you, | 

23 But doubtleſs the Creator of the we 
who formed the generation of man, and fon 
out the beginning of all things » will alſo 
his own mercy give you breath and life 2 
25 you now regard not your own ſelves fo! 
Eaves ſake. 

24 Now Antlochus thinking himſelfdeſf 
ſed „ and ſuſpeR&ing it to be a reproact 
ſpecch , whiles the youngeſt was yet 
did not onely exhort him by words » but? 
aſſured him with oaths » that he would u 
him both a rich and 2 happy man, if he 
turn from the lawes of his fathers » aud d 
alſo he would take him for his friend » 
truſt him with affairs. ; 

25 But when the young man would in nod 
hearken unto him, the King called his mot 
and exhorted her that he would counſel 
young man to ſave his life, 

25 And when he had exhorted her 9 
many words, ſhe promiſed him that ſhe v 
counſel] her ſon. 

27 But the bowing her ſelftowards bi 
laughing the cruel tyrgut to ſcorn » (pot!

ker countrey langu2ges on this maner , O my 
{bn have pity upon me, that bare thee nine 
noneths in my womb , and gave thee ſuck 
orte years „ and nouriſhed thee 4 and brought 
thee up unto this age „ and endured the trou- 
hles of education. 

28 I beſecch thee, my ſon, look upon the 
heaven and the earth , and all that is therein, 
ind conſider that God made them of things 
tht were not, and ſo was mankind made like- 
nile.

5 Now when Maccabeus had his company 
about him + he could not be withitood by the 
heathen +: for the wrath of the Lord was turned 
into mcrcy. 

6 Therefore he came at unawares, and burner 
np towns and cities, and got into bis hands the 
moſt commodious places » and overcame , and 
put to flight no ſmall number of his enemies. 

7 but ſpecially took he advantage of $ nights 
for ſuch privy attempts » inſomuch that the 
bruit ofs manlineſs was ſpread every where, 

8 So when Philip ſaw that this man in- 
creaſed by little and little, and that thin 
proſpered with him Qill more and more „ he 
wrote unto Ptolomeus the governor of Calo» 
ſyria and Phenice, to yieli more aid to the 
Kings affairs. 

9 Then forthwith choofing Nicanor the 
ſon of Patroclus , one of his ſpecial friends, he 
ſent him with no fewer then twenty thouſand 
of all nations under him, to root out the whole 
generation of the Jews» 3nd with him he 
zoyned alſo Gorgias a captain, who in matters 
of war had great experience. 

10 So Nicanor undertook to make ſo much 
money of the caftive Jess, as ſhould defray the 
tribute of two thouſend talents „ Which the 
king was to pay to the Romans. 

11 Wherefore immediately he ſent to the 
cities upon the ſea coaſt , procfalming a fle 
of the captive Jews „ and promiſing that 
they ſhould have fourſcore and ten bodies for 
one talent +» not cxpe&ing the vengeance 
that was to follow upon him from the Al- 
mighty God. 

12 Now when word was brought unto Ju- 
das Of Nicanois coming; and he bad imparted 
unto Thoſe that were with him) that the army 
was at hand. 

13 They that were fearful , and diſtruſted 
the juilice of God ; ficd and conveyed theme 
ſelv ec away. 

14 Others ſold all that they had left, and 
withal beſought the Lord to deliver them, 
being fold by the wicked Nicanor before they 
met together. ; 

15 And if not for their own ſakes, yet fax 
the covensats he had made with their fathers, 
and for his holy and glorious Names ſake , by 
which they were called, 

16 So Maccabeus called his men together 
unto the number of (ix thouſand» and exhorted 
them not to be ſtricken with terror of the 
enemy nor to fear the great multitude of the 
heathen „ who came wrongfully 2gainft them: 
but ro fight manfully. 

17 And to ſet before their eyes the Injury 
that they had unjuftly done to the holy places 
and the cruel handling of the city, whereof 
they made a mockery , and alſo the taking 
away of the government of their forefathers, 

18 For they, ſaid he, truſt in their weapons 
and boldneſs + but our conßdence is in the 
Almighty God; who at a beck can caſt down 
both them that come againit us, and alſo all 
the world. : 

19 Moreover he recounted unto them 
what helps their forefathers bod found, ang 
how they were delivered when under Sen- 
nacherib an hundred fourſcore and five thou- 
ſand perifhed, 

20 Ard he told them of the battel that 
they bad in Babylon with the Galatians , how 
they came but eight thouſand in all to the 
bulineis „ wth four thouſand Macedoniansy 
and that the Macedonians being perplexeds 
the eight thouſand deſtroyed an hundred aud 
twenty thouſand , becauſe of the kelp that 
they had from heaven » and ſo received a great 


booty. 
31 Thus when he had mode them boid 
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ron him 4 therefore deſpairing of his health»

endeavoured to continue peace with them. 

13 Whereupon being accuſed of (the Kings) 
friends before Eupator , and called traytor ac 
every word » becauſe he had left Cyprus » that 
Philometor kad committed unto kim, and 

departed unto Antiochus Epiphanes „ and 
ſeeing that he was in no honorable place , be 
was ſo diſcouraged ; that he poiſoned himſelfy 
and died. 

14 But when Gorgias was governor of the 
holds he hired ſoldiers » and nouriſhed wat 
continualiy with the Jews. : 

15 And thezewithal the Idumeans having 
gottea into their hands the moſt commodious 
holds » kept the Jews occupied) and receiving 
thoſe that were baniſhed from Jeruſalem » they 
went about to nouriſh war. 

16 Then they that were with Maccabeus 
made iupplication » and beſougbt God „that 
he would bc their hel per ; and ſo they ran with 
violence uron the (trong holds of the Lau- 


means. 

17 And afſmitingthem ſtrongly + they wan 
the holds and kept off all that fought upon 
the wall, and flew all that fell into their 
— 1 » and killed no fewer then twenty thous 
ſ. 


an 

18 And becauſe. certain (who were no leſs 
then nine thouſand ) were fled together into 
two very ſtrong caſtlks, having all man- 
oe of things convenient to ſuſtain the 
lege, 

19 Mac cabeus left Simon , and Joſeph » 2nd 
Zacchevs alſo» and them that were with him, 
who were enough to beſiege them ; & departed 
On unto thoſe places which more needed 

is help. 

20 Now they that were with Simon» being 
led with covetoufneſs „ were perſuaded for 
money ( through'certain of 210ſe that were in 
the cattle ) and took 2 thouſand dxach - 
mes, and let ſome of them eſcape. 

21 But when it was told Maccibeus what 
was done, he called the governors of the 
people together » and accuſed thoſe meny 
that they had ſold their brethren for moneys 
and ſet their enemies free to Might againſt 
t 


hem. 

22 So he flew thoſe that were faund tray» 
tors, and immediately took the two caft» 
les. 

22 And bwing good ſucceſt with his wea- 
pons in all things he took in hand) he flew ia 
the two holds more then twenty thouſand. 

24 Now Timotheus, whom the Jews 
overcome before, when he bal gathered 
2 great multitude of forreign forces , agd 
horſes out of Aſia not a tew 4 came 287 
though he would take Jewry by force of 
Arms. 

25 But when he drew nes; they that were

with Maccabeus turned themſelves to p 
anto Cod, and ſprinkled earth upon Cheir 
_ z and girded their loins with ſack- 
cloths . 

26 And fell down at the foot of the Altar, 
and beſought him to be merciful to them 
and to be an enemy to their enemies + and an 
ee to their adverſaries » as the Law de- 
c aret . * 

27 So after the prayer, they took their wea- 
Pons , and vent on further from the city: and 
when they drew near to their enemies they 
kept by themſelves. | 

23 Now the Sun being newly riſen » they 
joyned both together , the one part having» 
together with their vertue , their refugealio 
unto the Lord , for a pledge of their ſucceſs 
and viftory : the other ſide making their rage 
leader of their battel. 

29 hut when the battel waxed ſtrong there 
appeared unto the encmi.s from heaven » five 
comely men upon horſes, with bridles of gold» 
and two of them led the Jews 4 

30 And took Macc+beus betwixt them v and 
covered him onevery fide with their weapons 
and kept him ſafe , bur ſhot arrows and light- 
nings againſt the enemies: ſo that being con- 
founded with blindneſs » and full of trouble, 
they were killed. ö 

31 And there were ſlain (of footmen) 
twenty thoufand and five hundred , and fix 
hundred horſ men. 

32 As for Timotheus himſelf « he fled into 
a very ſtrong hold, called Gazarazwhere Chereas 
vias governor. 

33 But they that were with Maccabens, 
11i4 ſiege agzinſt the fortreſs couragioully 
four days. 

34 And they that were within , truſting to 
the ſtrength of the place + blaſphemed excee- 
dingly+ and uttered wicked words. 

35 Neverthileſs , upen the fifth day carly 
twenty young men of Ma cabeus company» 
infl med with anger , becaufe-of the blaf- 
Phemies + aſſzulted the wall manly + and with 
"# _ courzze killed all that they met 
withal. 

26 Others likewiſe aſcending after them, 
whiles they were buſied with them that 
were within , burnt the towers, and kind- 
ting fircs » burnt the bluſphemers alive , and 
others broke open the gates „ and having 
received in the reſt of the army, took the 


city. 

27 And kile4 Timotheus + that was hid in 
a certain pit, ahd Chereas his brother with 
Apollophanes. 

38 When this was done , they praiſed the 
Lord with pfalms and thankſgiving » who had 
done ſo great thiags tor Iſrael; and given 
them the victory.

21 Fareye well. The hundred and eight and 
fortieth year, the four and twenty day of the 
moncth Dioſcorinthius. 

22 Now the kings letter contained the? 
words. King Antiochus unto bis brother LI. 
as ſendeth gr-eting. 

23 Since our father ie tranſlated unto the 
gods, our will is that they y are in our Realm 
live —_— + That every one may attend upos 
his own affairs. 

24 We unJerſtand alſo, that the Jews would 
not conſent to our father + for to be brought 
unto the cuſtome of the Gentiles. but had i» 
ther keep their own maner of living 2 for tte 
which cauſe they require of us , that we ſhould 
ſufſer them to live after their own laws. * 

25 Wherefore our mind is „that this nation 
ſhall be in reſt, and we have determined to n-
